THE  STATE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

To  the  Honorable  the  President  and  Members 

of  the  Senate  of  South  Carolina : 

The  memorial  of  Joseph  A.  Black,  of  Columbia,  Attorney  at  Law,  re- 
spectfully sheweth : 

That  at  the  general  election  for  Members  of  the  Legislature,  held  on  the 
14th  and  15th  days  of  October  last,  your  memorialist  and  General  James  H. 
Adams,  of  Ricbland,  were  candidates  for  the  seat  of  Senator  for  Richland 
District;  and  on  counting  the  votes  taken  at  the  said  election  for  Senator, 
it  was  found  that  seven  hundred  and  twenty  votes  had  been  received  by  the 
managers  which  bore  the  name  of  General  Adams,  and  only  seven  hun- 
dred and  nine  votes  for  your  petitioner  ;  and  General  Adams  was  thereupon 
by  the  managers  declared  to  be  duly  elected  by  eleven  votes. 

Your  memorialist  further  shows  to  your  honorable  body  that  a  majority 
of  the  legal  voters  of  Ricbland  District  have  been  wronged  by  the  return 
of  General  Adams,  and  that  your  petitioner  ought  to  have  been  returned, 
because  he  received  a  large  majority  of  the  legal  votes,  and  the  election  of 
General  Adams  ought  to  be  declared  void,  for  the  reasons  hereinafter  men- 
tioned :  That  at  the  poll  which  was  held  at  Gadsden,  in  the  Fork  of  Rich- 
land, (270)  two  hundred  and  seventy  votes  were  taken,  of  which  votes  your 
memorialist  received  ten  votes,  and  no  more.  That  the  persons  voting  for 
your  memorialist  at  the  said  poll  are  all  known,  and  their  names  are  con- 
tained in  a  schedule  annexed  to  this  memorial,  and  all  those  persons  who 
thus  voted  for  your  memorialist  are  legal  voters.  That  of  the  votes  taken  by 
the  managers  at  Gadsden,  General  Adams  received  (258)  two  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  votes — of  which  votes  so  received  and  counted  for  General  Ad- 
ams, no  less  than  are  known  to  be  illegal ;  a  list  of  which  illegal 
votes  will  be  found  in  a  schedule  hereto  annexed.    That  the  illegal  votes 


thus  shown  to  have  been  counted  for  General  Adams  ought  to  be  excluded 
I'r  n  I  s  poll,  ivhertby  it  will  b<-  proved  that  your  memorialist  ought  to 
have  lit  »ii  returned  as  the  Senator  elect. 

Yuur  memorialist  further  shows,  that  John  Scott  and  William  Shiver 
were  appointed  by  ihe  resolution  of  the  Legislature  in  December  last,  man- 
agers to  hold  the  election  at  Gadsden;  and  Nathaniel  Bynum  was  subse- 
quently appointed  by  the  delegation  from  Richland  District  to  fill  a  va 
cancv  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  the  third  manager;  and  by  virtue 
of  such  appointment,  they,  the  said  John  Scott,  William  Shiver,  and  Na- 
thaniel Bynum,  undertook  to  act  at  the  said  election;  but  wbeiher  they 
were  sworn  or  not  your  memorialist  does  not  know,  having  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  they  were  not  sworn.  But  the  said  managers  did  not  faithfully 
and  impartially  conduct  and  attend  to  the  said  election,  agreeably  to  the 
Constitution  of  South  Caiolina  and  the  laws  thereof  That,  on  the  contra- 
ry, the  said  managers  illegally  and  partially  conducted  the  said  election,  to 
defeat  your  memorialist,  and  procure  the  return  of  General  Adams.  That 
thpy  suffered  billets  of  paper,  charged  with  the  name  of  General  Adams, 
to  be  deposited  in  the  ballot  box  by  men,  as  voters,  who  were  at  the  time, 
by  intoxication,  utterly  incapable  of  understanding  the  nature  and  impoit 
of  an  oath.  That  they  refused  to  administer  to  voters,  when  requested 
so  to  do,  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  laws,  but  instead  thereof,  put  to  the 
voter,  without  swearing  him,  an  interrogatory  in  this  form:  "Do 
you  beleive  that  you  are  constitutionally  qualified  to  vote  for  Senator 
and  four  Representatives  it  this  election,"  and,  upon  an  affirmative  an- 
swer, received  the  votes  of  nonresidents,  paupers,  minors  and  free  persons 
of  color,  knowing,  or  having  good  reason  to  know,  that  the  pretended  vo- 
ters were  usurping  a  privilege  to  which  they  were  not  entitled.  That  the 
said  managers  allowed  the  fiiendsof  your  memorialist  to  be  insulted  and 
beaten  in  their  presence  while  holding  the  election,  merely  for  their  prefer- 
ence of  your  memorialist,  without  interfering  or  endeavoring  to  exercise 
their  lawful  authority  for  their  protection. 

Your  memorialist  further  shows  that  General  Adams  could  by  no  means 
take  and  hold  the  seat  for  which  he  has  been  returned;  because  the  same 
was  obtained  by  bribery  am!  corruption,  extensively  practiced  by  his  friends 
for  his  benefit.  That  one  depot  in  the  Fork  of  Richland  District,  at  a  place 
called  the  Bull  Pen,  and  another  at  a  place  called  the  Neck,  were  opened, 
where  persons,  who  afterwards  voted  for  General  Adams,  were  kept,  enter- 
tained, fed,  and  supplied  with  drink  for  weeks  previous  to  the  election,  and 
others  received  money  to  procure  their  votes.  By  which  practices,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  bad  votes  specified  in  the  schedule  annexed,  many  other  false 
votes  were  taken  at  the  Gadsden  Poll,  in  fictitious  names,  or  in  the  names 
of  persons  unknown,  swelling  the  list  at  the  said  poll  to  the  number  of  (100) 
one  hundred  votes  more  than  the  whole  number  of  legal  votes  in  that 
precinct. 


All  and  singular  which  allegations  your  memorialist  is  ready  to  sustain 
by  proof,  and  prays  that  the  return  of  General  Adams  may  be  set  aside, 
and  that  your  memorialist  may  be  declared  entitled  to  his  seat,  as  Senator 
for  Richland  District.

To  the  Honorable  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

the  Committee  of  the  Senate  on  Privileges  and  Elections  : 

James  H.  Adams,  whose  right  to  a  seat  as  Senator  from  .Richland  Dis- 
trict is  contested,  begs  leave  to  present  the  following  statement : 

He  is  ready  to  proceed  to  the  most  thorough  investigation  of  all  the  ille- 
gal votes  which  may  have  been  cast  at  the  late  election.  He  believes  and 
alleges,  that  he  has  received  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  legally  qualified 
electors  of  Richland  District.  And  he  is  willing  that  all  the  illegal  votes 
which  may  have  been  cast  either  for  himself,  or  for  the  contestant,  Joseph 
A.  Black,  Esquire,  shall  be  taken  away  from  the  party  who  received  them, 
and  that  whichever  of  the  two  shall  be  found  to  have  received  the  greatest 
number  of  legal  votes,  shall  be  dechired  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Senate,  if 
he  be  eligible  under  the  Constitution. 

He  presents,  in  a  list  hereunto  annexed,  the  names,  in  number,  of 

persons  who,  as  he  hrs  reason  to  believe,  cast  votes  illegally  at  various  polls 
for  the  contestant,  Joseph  A.  Black.  And  he  asks  leave  to  proceed  to  the 
proof  of  this  allegation. 

He  further  states,  that  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  contestant,  Jo- 
seph A.  Black,  Esquire,  was  not,  at  the  time  of  the  late  election,  and  is  not 
now,  constitutionally  eligible  to  the  Senate  ;  not  being  possessed  of  the  re- 
quisite qualification  in  property  clear  of  debt.  And  he  asks  leave,  if  it 
should  become  a  material  point,  to  adduce  evidence  to  prove  this  allegation. 

He  respectfully  asks  for  process  to  obtain  the  attendance  of  witnessess 
whose  names  he  will  furnish  as  early  as  practicable.

RICHLAND  ELECTION. 

AS    TO    THE    IRREGULARITY. 

FIRST  WITNESS  FOR  PROTESTANT. 

William  S.  Goodicyn — Was  at  the  poll  at  the  late  election  at  Gadsden 
on  the  first  day ;  attended  on  the  part  of  the  contesting  candidate;  was 
there  at  between  7  and  8  o'clock,  A.  M.  ;  poll  opened  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  ; 
saw  Mr.  Scott,  Mr.  Shiver,  and  Mr.  Bynum  ;  they  held  the  election  ;  did 
not  see  them  sworn.  On  that  occasion,  a  short  time  after  the  polls  were 
opened,  heard  a  cry  of,  "clear  the  way  for  a  voter  ;  "saw  a  crowd  come  up 
to  the  polls,  under  the  guidance  of  one  man  ahead  ;  the  men  were  pretty 
nearly  all  intoxicated  ;  some  were  not  in  a  condition  to  know  what  they 
were  doing  ;  they  seemed  to  require  assistance.  The  man  who  came  ahead 
looked  at  the  vote  before  it  was  put  in  ;  sometimes  the  gentleman  put  in  the 
vote;  sometimes  the  voter ;  is  certain  he  saw  the  votes  put  in  by  the  gentle- 
man ;  saw  one  instance  of  reluctance  on  the  part  of  a  voter :  there  was  a 
man  brought  up,  he  voted  for  Genl.  Adams,  he  did  not  like  the  ticket 
which  was  presented  to  him,  he  threw  it  down  ;  he  was  handed  another, 
he  put  it  on  the  box  ;  was  put  there  with  great  reluctance ;  he  was  told  he 
must  vote  it  ;  he  then  said  if  he  must  he  must;  the  managers  did  not  in- 
terfere ;  the  managers  heard  the  conversation  but  said  nothing  ;  witness  was 
outside,  near  the  window,  quite  near  the  managers;  witness  challenged  a 
great  many  voters  ;  if  the  manager  did  not  know  the  voter,  he  swore  him  ; 
he  had  no  bible;  he  used  the  words,  are  you  qualified  according  to  the  best 
of  your  knowledge,  to  vote  for  a  Senator  and  four  Representatives ;  there 
was  no  objection  ;  there  were  two  squads  brought  up  ;  after  the  outcry  the 
crowd  continued.  Saw  a  voter,  Francis  Miles,  bealun  and  ill-treated  in  the 
presence  of  the  managers  ;  Miles  came  up  in  the  evening  to  vote;  he  voted 
for  Senator,  then  his  vote  for  Representatives  was  challenged  ;  then  the 
question  was  made,  whether  his  votecouU  be  challenged  after  he  had  voted 
for  Senator  ;  he  was  standing  at  the  window  ;  he  was  struck  with  a  stick, 
over  the  head  of  tie  manager,  by  Mr.  David  Adams;  one  of  the  managers 
was  writing  his  vote  ;  Miles  resolved  to  swear  ;  he  had  just  taken  his  hat 
off  to  swear ;  don't  know  if  he  had  his  hand  up;  did  not  hear  of  any  reason 
given  for  the  blow  ;  Mr.  D.  Adams  was  the  person  who  struck  him;  Mr.  A. 
then  run  round  and  struck  him  again  ;  this  turmoil  continued  five  or  ten 
minutes ;  managers  did  not  interfere  ;  saw  him  about  fifteen  minutes  after- 
wards very  bloody. 
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Witness  does  not  know  whether  he  ever  proposed  that  the  law  should  be 
read  to  the  voters  ;  it  was  discussed  ;  he  saw  seveial  of  the  voters  at  Gads- 
den, who  were  entirely  incapable  of  understanding  what  they  were  about ; 
they  had  the  appearance  of  men  who  must  have  been  drunk  more  than 


once 


X  This  was  not  the  first  time  he  had  attended  a  poll  at  a  warm  election  ; 
has  attended  the  polls  at  Columbia  ;  has  seen  confusion  at  the  polls  ;  has  seen 
men  try  to  create  a  disturbance;  his  feelings  were  not  aroused;  thought 
he  kept  cool ;  his  feelings  were  at  one  time  aroused  ;  General  Adams  was 
not  there  ;  saw  no  voter  forced  to  put  in  a  ballot  for  General  Adams ,  saw 
no^  voter  who  showed  a  preference  to  Mr.  Black,  induced  to  put  in  a  vote 
for  General  Adams ;  saw  no  other  fight  than  between  Mr.  David  Adams 
and  Mr.  Miles;  could  the  managers  have  interfered  for  the  crowd?  don't 
know ;  the  managers  stood  up  ;  witness  thought  Mr.  Scott  did  do  all  that 
he  thought  was  right;  but  there  was  an  influence  which  controlled  him; 
Mr.  Scott  said  several  times,  that  he  considered  it  an  oath  ;  can't  say  posi- 
tively that  he  did  not  say  swear,  but  can  only  say  that  he  does  not  recollect ; 
knows  that  in  some  instances  he  did  not  use  the  word  swear ;  the  other 
managers  did  not  say  much ;  Mr.  S.  was  the  leading  manager ;  the  mana- 
gers were  not  sworn  after  witness  got  there ;  they  may  have  been  sworn 
before ;  Mr.  Miles  was  perfectly  sober  at  the  time  he  got  into  the  quarrel ; 
there  was  great  excitement  among  the  crowd,  and  threats,  by  Mr.  Black's 
friends. 

In  reply. — Witness  proposed  to  managers  to  be  allowed  to  go  in  the 
house,  they  refused. 

John  M.  E.  Sharp.— Witness  attended  the  poll  at  Gadsden,  in  October 
last,  as  a  spectator  ;  went  as  a  friend  of  Capt.  Black  ;  favored  his  election  ; 
as  far  as  his  opinion  ;  arrived  at  Gadsden,  at  between  7  and  8  o'clock ; 
saw  Mr.  Shiver,  as  soon  as  he  got  there  ;  saw  the  poll  open  ;  did  not  see 
the  managers  sworn  ;  saw  no  magistrate  or  bible  there  ;  saw  voters  voted, 
who  ought  not  to  vote  ;  Mr.  Goodwyn  objected;  when  objected  to,  the  voter 
was  sworn  in  this  way  :  do  you  believe  that  you  are  qualified  to  vote  for 
one  Senator  and  four  Representatives,  at  this  election,  according  to  your 
knowledge  ;  heard  no  calling  on  heaven  to  bear  witness  ;  witness,  and  Mr. 
Goodwyn  objected;  they  wanted  the  law  read,  and  legal  oath  administer- 
ed; managers  said  it  was  sufficient ;  witness  saw  squads  of  men  come  up ; 
a  pretty  good  man  at  the  head  ;  some  at  the  sides  ;  the  men  at  the  head  and 
side  appeared  to  have  authority  ;  the  men  brought  up,  did  not  appear  to 
have  their  faculties ;  they  appeared  to  be  men  who  had  been  drunk  for 
sometime;  saw  men  drawn  upon  carts, up  to  where  there  was  a  barrel;  many 
of  them  were  not  capable  of  conversation  ;  many  could  not  understand  an 
oath,  they  were  lead  up ;  sometimes  one  man  lead  them,  sometimes  two ; 
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votes  were  placed  in  their  hands  ;  sometimes  they  would  hand  their  votes 
themselves,  sometimes  some  other  person  would  hand  their  votes  for  them  • 
these  persons  were  objected  to,  on  some  ground  or  other ;  managers  said 
if  they  were  sworn,  that  was  sufficient ;  the  witness,  and  Goodwyn,  had  no 
business  there;  this  was  said  by  managers,  and  some  of  the  by-standers  ; 
some  said  in  the  hearing  of  the  managers,  that  witness  had  no  right  to  in. 
terfere  with  their  business  ;  Miles  was  beaten  ;  the  first  he  saw,  was  sticks 
coming  down  on  Miles'  head  ;  did  not  see  or  hear  the  managers  say  or  do 
any  thing  ;  did  not  hear  the  quarrel  or  debate  ;  was  outside  of  the  piazza  ; 
after  the  fight,  walked  out,  and  heard  some  say  they  would  whip  the  party  ; 
Calvin  Medway  was  there  ;  they  said  he  had  no  business  there  ;  that  he 
ought  to  be  whipped  and  run  off,  but  they'finally  quieted  down. 

kl  Can't  say  that  the  managers  did  not  take  an  oath  ;  by  "they,"  witness 
means  persons  in  the  crowd,  and  persons  who  appeared  to  lake  an  interest 
in  the  election  ,  most  of  what  he  heard,  was  in  the  hearing  of  the  managers  ; 
what  was  said  of  C.  Medway,  was  not  in  the  presence  of  the  managers  • 
witness  did  not  see  General  Adams  ;  witness  went  down  on  his  own  ac- 
count ;  wanted  to  see  Mr.  Black  elected;  don't  think  the  managers  in  put- 
ing  the  kind  of  oath  to  the  voters  used  the  word  "  swear ;"  witness  has  made 
affidavit  charging  several  of  the  voters  with  perjury  ;  don't  think  Miles  had 
been  drinking;  no  one  of  the  managers  ever  said  that. 

Mr.  Goochvyn  recalled. — Says  that  he  had  made  affidavit,  against  seve- 
ral voters  at  the  Gadsden  poll,  charging  them  with  having  taken  that  oath 
and  that  that  oath  was  false  ;  thinks  that  some  of  them  were  put  in  jail  on 
that  affidavit. 

Calvin  Medlin. — Witness  went  to  the  Gadsden  poll  to  show  Mr.  G, 
the  illegal  votes;  can't  say  he  saw  ihe  poll  opened  ;  did  not  see  the  mana- 
gers sworn  ;  has  no  reason  to  think  they  were  sworn  ;  describes  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  squads  were  marched  up  ;  the  voters  appeared  intoxicated  ; 
did  not  think  they  were  in  a  condition  to  act  for  themselves  ;  some  of  them 
put  in  their  votes ;  the  leading  man  put  in  the  votes  for  others  ;  some  of 
the  men  were  sworn  ;  never  saw  men  sworn  in  that  way  before;  saw  no 
bible  ;  only  one  man  held  up  his  hand  ;  no  explanation  of  qualification  was 
made  ;  some  men  objected  to  because  they  had  drawn  money,  some  because 
they  were  not  of  age,  some  because  they  did  not  live  in  the  district;  saw 
Miles  beaten  for  his  politics;  witness  was  threatened  himself,  when  quite 
near  the  managers  ;  the  managers  might  have  heard  it ;  they  said  nothing ; 
one  Shiver  told  witness,  if  he  interfered  in  the  election,  they  would  put  him 
out  of  the  piazza.  Repeats  the  beating  of  Miles  ;  he  was  roughly  handled; 
the  managers  were  not  far  of;  the  beating  was  in  the  piazza;  the  mana- 
gers were  in  the  house  at  the_window  ;  did  not  hear  the  peace  of  the  State 
called  for. 
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M  The  Shiver  who  threatened,  was  not  one  of  the  managers  :  heard  no 
one  of  the  managers  make  any  threat ;  did  not  see  General  Adams  there  ; 
heard  one  of  the  managers  say,  that  it  was  not  worth  while  for  witness  to 
make  any  objeetion.  for  if  they  thought  proper  they  would  swear  the  voter  ; 
could  not  tell  who  that  manager  was:  the  occasion  must  have  been  that 
Mr.  Goodwyn  wanted  the  managers  to  swear  the  voter. 

In  reply. — M  Saw  one  voter  urged  to  swear,  by  the  person  who  brought 
him  up;  he  swore  and  voted;  heard  from  the  crowd,  repeatedly,  when  the 
voter  was  challenged,  the  cry,  swear,  swear. 

James  Hendrix,  jimr. — "Witness  was  at  the  place  called  the  Bull  Pen 
about  four  days  ;  he  was  persuaded  off,  and  told  it  was  a  frolic,  and  could 
not  get  back  ;  he  was  persuaded  by  Cades  Dinkins  to  go  from  home ;  sup- 
posed he  was  going  to  a  frolic ;  the  Bull  Pen  is  a  kind  of  shanty,  made  of 
boards  :   it  is  in  Richland  District;  in  the  fork;  set  out  at  night ;   his  mo- 
ther knew  he  was  going  out.  but  not  where  he  was  going  to  ;  got  there  at 
night;   lie  was  encouraged  to  take  something  ;  he  staid  there  a  part  of  a  day 
and  night;   he  went  off  in  the  evening:   when  witness  first  went  there  there 
was  hardly  a  dozen  ;  playing  fiddle  ;  some  playing  cards  ;  two  came  after- 
wards ;  witness  went  offin  a  buggy  to  the  other  bull  pen,  called  big  pen  : 
good  many  persons  present  staid  about  three  days  ;  did  not  want  to  stay,  but 
did  not    know   the  way,  home  ;  some  told  witness  that  he  could  go  ;  and 
some  that  he  could  not  go;  the  objfct  was  to  keep  them  there  till  the  elec- 
tion;  went   on  Monday  to    Gadiden  ;  he    went   with  others   in  wagons  i 
two  wagons  were  sent;  horses  and  wagons  carrit  d  all;  plenty  food  and 
drink  ;  paid  nothing ;  no  bill  sent  in  ;  was  in  his  right  senses  when  he  was 
there;  he  found  out  he   was  among   Adam's  friends;  the    wagon  stopped 
about  300  yards  from  the  polls,  the  men  were  then  marched  up  to  polls,  in 
couples;  there  was  one  man  ahead;  two  of  the  men  were  so  drunk  as  not 
to  be  able  to  button  their  clothes,  or  get  up  either ;  they   were  toted  up  to 
the  polls;  one  in  each  ;  witmss  left  the  ground  on  Monday  evening  in  the 
cars  ;  witness  paid  nothing  ;  then  walked  home  from  here  about  six  miles ; 
knows  that  some  of  the  men  were  guarded  at  the  bull    pen,  to   keep  them 
from  going  ;  the  guard  were  called  white  men  :  knows  that  several  men' 
were  prevented  from  going  and  brought  back  ;  the  shanty  was  in  a  field; 
10,    11    or    li  men,   were  a  guard;  thinks  about  90  were  under  guard; 
knew  a  few  of  them;   James  McPherson,  John  Martin,  and  William  his 
son. 

X  They  were  guarded  to  be  kept  from  going  off ;  some  few  went  and  came 
as  they  pleased ,  some  of  the  men  got  away ;  no  threat  was  used  against 
him. 

Thomas  Howell. — Lives  in  the  fork;  was  at  Gadsden  during  the  elec- 
tion on  both  days  ;  overtook  two  wagons  going  to  the  polls ;  the  people 
looked  as  if  they  had  been  drinking  freely ;  they  went  up  as  far  as  he  saw 
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of  their  free  will ;  they  went  up  in  squads,  one  at  head  :  some  on  the  side  ; 
the  managers  asked,  "do  you  consider  yourself  entitled  to  vote;"  there 
was  no  question  asked  as  to  their  qualification  ;  there  was  no  calling  on 
heaven  to  witness  the  truth,  &c. 

J.  W.  Taylor— Ks  to  the  witness,  No.  1.— Is  a  resident  of  Kershaw  ; 
knows  a  family  of  Boatwright ;  they  live  within  a  mile  or  two  of  Richland. 

No.  5.— Witness  knew  Zach.  Bowen.  and  Archy  Bowen  ;  they  live  about 
five  or  sis  miles  from  witness  in  Kershaw  District ;  they  have  no  land  in 
Richland;  and  none  in  Kershaw. 

Moodie  Evans— Knows  him  ;  lives  in  Kershaw,  on  witness'  land  ;  has 
no  land  ;  James  McDaniel  lives  within  a  mile  of  witness  in  Kershaw;  owns 
no  land  in  District  of  Richland.  Edmund  Wages  ;  don't  know  him  per- 
sonally ;  by  name. 

No.  12. — Knows  Miles  Bass;  they  did  live  in  Kershaw;  the  most  dis- 
tinguished man  in  the  family  was  a  free  negro ;  Miles  Bass  is  a  resident  of 
Kershaw  ,  owns  no  land  in  Richland  ;  53  Stephen  Griffin  and  54  George- 
Griffin,  known  there  as  free  negroes. 

><i  Witness  believs  that  the  Bowens  own  no  land  in  Richland  ;  they 
importuned  witness  to  let  them  have  land  ;  was  not  at  Gadsden  on  the  day 
of  election  ;  can't  say  except  from  hearsay,  that  these  are  the  Kershaw 
Bowens  who  voted  ;  knows  there  are  no  Bowens  living  in  this  .District ; 
Moodie  Evans  told  witness  that  he  voted  ;  McDaniel,  always  considered  a 
Kershaw  man  ;  could  not  swear  that  there  is  no  ether  person  of  the  name 
of  McDaniel ;  would  not  know  Miles  Bass  if  he  saw  him,  except  as  he 
would  know  any  other  free  negro  ;  can't  say  that  there  is  no  legal  voter  in 
Richland  of  that  name ;  Stephen  and  Geovge  Griffin,  don't  know  them 
apart ;  can't  identify  the  persons  called  Stephen  and  George  Griffin  as  res- 
idents of  Kershaw  District ;  can't  say  there  are  no  persons  of  the  name  in 
Richland  District ;  don't  know  that  these  people  voted  at  Gadsden. 

Mr.  Taylor,  re-examined  by  Mr.  Pettigru. — 13  James  Freeman  and 
14  John  Freeman,  they  are  both  Kershaw  men,  they  have  no  land. 

M  Can't  say  that  there  are  no  men  of  the  name  of  James  Freeman  and 
John  Freeman,  in  Riehland  ;  James  Fi  eeman  told  witness  that  he  voted  ; 
don't  know  that  John  Freeman  voted,  except  as  hearsay. 

Calvin  Msdlin,  recalled. — Knows  William  Boatwright ;  he  lives  in 
Kershaw  ;  he  voted  ;  saw  him  at  Gadsden  ;  saw  his  son  Isaac  Boatwright 
Tote  at  Gadsden  ;  he  lives  with  his  father  in  Kershaw  District ;  Ben  Boat- 
wright was  at  Gadsden;  saw  him  vote;  he  lives  with  his  father  in  Ker- 
shaw ;  same  as  to  Chesley  Boatwright ;  saw  James  McDaniel  at  Gadsden  ; 
he  lives  at  the  head  of  Mr.  Taylor's  mill,  not  in  Richland  District ;  Ed- 
mund Wages,  would  not  suppose  he  was  of  age,  lives  with  his  father  near 
the  line.  John  Wages,  knows  him,  but  don't  know  where  he  lives ;  he  got 
married  sometime  this  last  season  ;  Wade  Wages,  he  was  at  Gadsden  and 
voted  ;  he  lives  in  Kershaw,  tried  to  persuade  him  not  to  vote. 
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Boh  Burkct.— Some  of  the  Freeinans  were  at  Gadsden  ;  thinks  they 
were  from  both  sides.  22.  Nathan  Hood,  knows  him,  he  was  at  Gadsden 
and  voted :  he  lives  in  Fairfield.  Moses  Copeland,  moved  out  of  Richland 
District,  as  witness  has  heard  :  was  at  Gadsden  and  voted;  Lewis  Carter, 
is  a  stranger  to  witness ;  he  told  witness  he  came  he  thinks,  from  another 
State :  told  witness  about  a  week  before  the  election,  that  he  had  been 
into  this  State  about  four  weeks :  he  was  at  Gadsden. 

Mr.  Calvin  Medwiris  testimony  continued. — Kn:ws  Thomas  Wilson; 
came  here  a  day  or  two  before  the  election  from  North  Carolina ;  he  said 
he  had  been  working  near  the  line,  sometimes  on  one  side,  and  some  time 
on  the  other  33.  Henry  Corder,  knows  him  ;  don't  know  his  age  ;  35 
John  W.  Barefoot,  knows  him ;  enrolled  himself  on  the  muster  roll  not 
a  year  since  ;  heard  him  say  he  was  at  Gadsden  and  voted. 

X  Says  that  old  William  Boatwright.  senr.,  lives  in  Kershaw  District; 
can't  say  positively  that  all  three  of  Boatwright's  sons  lived  with  his  father 
in  this  district ;  heard  that  one  cropped  it  in  this  district  with  his  brother  ; 
McDaniel  never  did  duty  in  this  district ;  never  heard  that  he  owned 
lands. 


Tuesday,  3d  December,  1850. 

1st.  Betsey  Barefoot. — As  to  No.  35,  John  W.  Barefoot — 

She  is  the  mother  of  Westley  Barefoot;  is  sometimes  called  William 
Barefoot  ;  does  not  stay  with  her  ;  stays  with  Mr.  Coleman  ;  staid  with 
Mr.  McClenan ;  said  he  voted  at  Gadsden  ;  he  will  be  17  years  next  June. 

r*l  — Had  his  age  set  down,  and  then  drawn  off;  has  got  his  age  at  home; 
he  will  be  17  years  1st  June  next;  cant  read  ;  has  people  to  draw  it  off  and 
read  it  for  me  ;  certainly  kept  an  account  of  his  age  ;  his  name  is  William 
Westly  .Barefoot. 

Andrew  McClelland. — Knows  Westly  Barefoot ;  hired  the  boy  from  his 
mother  in  1846;  lived  with  witness  off  and  on  until  August,  1850;  his  mo- 
ther said  then  that  he  was  in  his  14th  year  ;  witness  conversed  with  W. 
Barefoot  within  a  few  days  ;  he  said  he  was  doing  very  well,  and  that  he 
was  married  ;  said  he  had  voted  at  the  Fork;  Coleman  asked  him  to  vote  ; 
he  sometimes  passed  by  the  name  of  John  W.  Barefoot — John  William 
Westly  Barefoot ;  he  app.-ared,  when  he  came  to  work,  to  be  about  the  age 
given  to  him  ;  he  grew  very  fast  afterwards  ;  he  went  to  muster  in  June 
last,  for  the  first  time  ;  knew  this  boy's  father  and  his  father's  brother,  but 
knew  nobody  else  of  the  name  in  this  District. 

Chailotte  Wilson. — No.  34,  Francis  Hammond,  (Joseph  Hammond,  the 
voter  objected  to  by  General  Adams.) 

Is  related  to  the  Hammonds  ;  she  is  their  aunt;  Francis  Hammond  is  an 
orphan;  is  younger  than  Joseph ;   can't  tell  exactly  where  Francis  was 
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born  ;  Joseph  was  21  years  2nd  day  of  October,  1850  ;  Francis  is  the  child 
of  the  same  mother,  and  is  younger. 

W — Kept  a  record  of  her  child's  birth,  and  knows  Joseph  Hammond's 
age  by  her  own  child  ;  can't  read  or  write  ;  can't  say  in  which  year  he  was 
born. 

Josepn  Hammond. — Is  the  brother  of  Francis  Hammond  ;  has  his  a^e 
set  down  in  a  Bible  ;  his  father  and  mother  are  dead  ;  he  is  going  in  his 
22d  year  since  2nd  October  last ;  he  is  the  elder  brother  of  Francis  Ham- 
mond ;  Francis  Hammond  told  witness  that  he  voted  at  Gadsden. 

^ — Lives  on  the  Wateree  ;  voted  at  Garner's  Mill,  on  Tuesday;  cant 
read  and  write  ;  can't  read  writing  very  well ;  can  read  that  writing  ;  there 
is  no  other  writing  in  that  Bible,  except  the  births  of  himself,  his  brother 
and  sisters  ;  has  eight ;  can  read  them  all ;  read  them  about  3  weeks  ;  he 
was  born  in  the  year  1828  ;  Francis  was  born  in  the  year  1831  ;  15th  June, 
this  entered  in  the  Bible  ;  was  informed  by  Mr.  Averett  last  Saturday  night 
to  come  ;  served  with  subprena. 

Johd  Wages,  (an  old  man  ) — As  to  No.  9  and  No.  10,  John  Wages  and 
Edmund  Wages : 

Witness  lives  in  Kershaw  ;  has  relatives  of  the  name  of  Wages  ;  has  a 
nephew  named  Edmund  Wages,  who  lives  in  Kershaw  ;  he  is  under  21,  as 
his  father  told  him;  has  a  nephew  named  John,  brother  of  Edmund  ;  both 
live  in  Kershaw. 

Knows  No.  13,  Robert  Crajt ;  he  lives  in  Fairfield  now  ;  he  moved  into 
Richland  just  about  two  weeks  before  the  election  ;  some  call  him  Bryant. 

Knows  No.  53,  Stephen  Griffin. — Where  he  lives,  he  has  no  particular 
home  ;  he  is  quite  a  wanderer ;  he  lives  with  the  widow  Rollerson  ;  she  is 
not  white ;  believes  he  has  taken  privilege  as  a  white  person, 

}*!.  John  Wages,  the  father  of  John  and  Edmond,  lives  in  Kershaw, 
but  he  has  land  in  Richland  ;  can't  say  how  much. 

The  No.'s  1,  2,  3  and  4  Boatwrights  lived  in  Kershaw  ;  Ben  Boatwright 
cropped  it  in  Richland  by  renting  a  bit  of  land  from  his  brother,  Wm.  Boat- 
wright, who  lives  in  Kershaw. 

H.  Wm.  Boatwright,  sen.  lives  agcodpiecein  Kershaw;  neither  of 
them  owned  land  in  Richland  ;  did  not  stay  much  in  this  district ;  slept  at 
his  father's. 

Daniel  Johnson. — Hezekiah  Antley,  No.  17 — Knows  H.  A. ;  he  is  a 
daily  laborer;  was  in  the  employment  of  the  Rail  Road  Company;  his 
residence  is  now  in  Charleston — he  has  been  there  2  or  3  years  ;  witness 
is  in  employment  of  company.  H  A.  is  what  is  called  assistant  to  the 
Conductor  ;  don't  know  where  he  was  on  the  14th  or  15th  October  last ; 
saw  him  a  few  days  before  the  election,  perhaps  at  Hopkins's  ;  never  heard 
of  his  owning  any  land. 

X.  Antley  was  in  the  employment  of  company,  6  or  7  years ;  he  is  a 
3

married  man — lives  in   Charleston  ;   he  lived   at  Hopkins's  near  3  years, 
until  he  was  discharged. 

George  Hall — Has  seen  John  Kent,  No.  21. — Kent  told  witness  that  he 
had  come  from  Orangeburgh  ;  this  was  in  Lexington  district,  in  Augu?t 
last;  don't  know  any  thing  of  his  being  a  freeholder  in  Richland. 

^.  Saw  Kent  at  Gadsdent  but  did  not  see  him  vote  ;  said  that  he  had 
been  away  for  some  time  in  Orangeburgh,  and  had  been  working  for  Mrs. 
Casey. 

R.  P.  Mayrant—Ks  to  Miles  Murphy,  No.  24.— Knows  M.  M. ;  he  is 
a  Georgian — has  been  in  South  Carolina  since  August  last ;  he  applied  to 
witness  in  August  last  for  work  ;  said  he  was  just  from  Georgia,  and  that 
if  he  could  hire  a  house  he  would  go  over  and  bring  his  family  ;  told  wit- 
ness that  he  had  voted  at  Gadsden  ;  witness  warned  him  not  to  vote. 

As  to  Henry  Burkett  and  Thomas  Burkett,  No.'s  18  and  19. — Witness 
has  seen  them;  they  work  on  the  Rail  Road ;  they  had  been  in  the  district 
about  5  days  before  they  voted  ;  came  from  Lexington  district ;  they  told 
witness  that  they  voted  by  contract — that  is  they  were  to  get  a  dollar  a  day 
to  go  to  Gadsden,  and  stay  there  and  get  a  frolic,  and  vote. 

Knows  Robert  Craft;  his  alias  is  Robert  Burkett;  his  own  account  is 
that  he  is  from  Kershaw  ;  never  knew  him  before  election  ;  he  admitted  he 
had  voted  at  Gadsden  ;  had  been  in  the  district  4  or  5  days  before  the  elec- 
tion ;  he  had  been  arrested  for  perjury,  and  brought  before  witness. 

As  to  Joseph  Wooten,  No.  64. — Witness  has  seen  him  once;  Wooten 
said  he  was  a  resident  of  Fairfield  ;  he  was  in  the  district  only  long  enough 
to  go  to  Gadsden  and  vote;  that  he  got  85  00  for  voting. 

|xj.  Witness  warned  Miles  Murphy  two  months  before  election  ;  his  con- 
versation with  Henry  Burkett  was  after  his  arrest  on  a  charge  of  perjury; 
Burkett  has  given  his  recognizance  ;  this  conversation  was  before  his  dis- 
charge ;  Thomas  Burkett  was  under  arrest  on  a  similar  charge;  he  has 
also  been  discharged  on  his  recogizance  ;  conversation  before  his  discharge. 
They  appeared  to  be  under  no  alarm;  denied  that  they  had  been  sworn  ; 
asserted  their  innocence  vehemently  ;  did  not  beg  to  be  discharged.  Jo- 
seph Wooten  was  arrested ;  conversation  took  place  within  witness's  office. 

Craft — conversation  with  him  like  that  with  the  others — Burkett  and 
Wooten,  &c.  Believes  there  was  some  alarm  in  Wooten's  case  at  the 
time  of  his  confession. 

Witness  took  an  active  part  in  the  Richland  election  ;  say3  he  did  not 
think  the  above  named  witnesses  were  terrified  when  brought  before  him. 
The  interest  the  witness  took  in  the  election  was  generally  known  ;  witness 
hazarded  sums  of  money  on  the  election  ;  Nuy  was  the  constable  J,  Wm 
Cassin  was  the  jailer. 

Robert  T.  Winn— for  Thomas  Strange,  No.  25.— Knows  T.  S.  he  has 
cot  been  in  this  State  2  years,  since  his  return  from  Georgia ;  he  removed 
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to  Georgia  in  Feb.  1848.  and  came  back  in  Sept.  or  Oct.  1849.  When  he 
removed  to  Georgia,  he  left  no  land  behind  ;  he  went  to  reside  in  Georgia  ; 
took  his  family  and  all  he  had  with  him  ;  lived  near  witness  on  the  Wateree, 

Samuel  P.  Thomson — As  to  Thomas  Strange,  No.  25 — Has  known  T. 
S.  several  years  ;  he  removed  to  Georgia  ;  understood  he  removed  for  good  , 
heard  J.  Wooten  say  so  ;  he  returned  in  1849. 

Stephen  Griffin,  No.  53 — Was  raised  in  the  neighborhood  of  witness  ;  S. 
G.  left  the  neighborhood  and  went  to  Union,  and  returned  about  3  months 
before  the  election  ;  should  not  call  him  a  white  man  ;  has  always  consid- 
ered him  a  colored  man  ;  he  associates  altogether  with  colored. 

George  Griffin — the  same — He  married  a  black  woman  ;  applied  to  wit- 
ness to  be  allowed  to  vote ;  on  being  refused,  he  asked  witness  to  become 
his  guardian  ;  he  is  not  more  than  50  or  55  years.  Griffins  and  the  Rol- 
linson  were  voted  out  of  the  company  when  Wilson  was  captain  ;  from  the 
time  witness  was  an  officer,  Griffin  never  turned  out;  George  G.  applied 
to  witness  twice  to  get  him  to  become  his  guardian  ;  should  say  fiom  his 
looks  he  was  a  mulatto. 

Robert  Craft,  No.  13 — Is  sometimes  called  Robert  Burkett ;  he  is  a  la- 
boring man  ;  works  wherever  he  can  get  work  ;  heard  he  has  been  work- 
ing on  Rail  Road  ;  he  might  be  a  white  man,  but  his  sisters  are  black  as 
almost  any  negroes ;  he  was  upon  one  occasion  applied  to  by  Burkett  or 
his  mother,  something  about  a  capitation  tax,  but  don't  remember  particu- 
larly ;  his  mother  was  the  color  of  a  free  negro ;  she  did  not  pass  for  a 
white  ;  her  associations  were  with  the  lower  class  of  free  negroes. 

!*J.  As  to  Thomas  Strange — Knows  that  he  went  to  Georgia,  and  staid 
a  year  or  two  ;  thinks  he  got  back  about  this  time  last  year.  After  the  ex- 
pression of  the  people  from  the  company,  nothing  like  an  assertion  of  their 
rights  was  ever  made,  except  by  one  named  Sneed,  who  was  made  a  white 
man  by  Mr.  B. 

Stephen  Griffin  is  brighter  than  Sneed  ;  George  is  about  same  color  ; 
Crafts  is  whiter  ;  never  offered  to  muster,  because  he  is  a  cripple. 

Daniel F.  Kelly,  as  to  John  L.  Marsh,  No. '29. — Knows  John  L.  Marsh  . 
has  known  him  since  they  were  boys ;  he  is  a  native  of  Guildford  county 
N.  Carolina;  came  here  for  a  few  weeks  in  the  winter  of  1849  ;  since  he 
came  out  of  his  time  as  an  apprentice  to  a  tailor,  he  has  been  going  about 
looking  for  work  ;  went  to  Georgia  ;  then  to  Tennessee  ;  from  Tennessee 
to  North  Carolina,  and  then  back  here  in  Richland,  about  a  week  before 
the  election ;  saw  him  after  he  voted  ;  told  witness  he  had-  been  at  Gads- 
den and  had  voted  ;  he  said  he  had  voted  by  the  name  of  John  L.  Marsh. 
Thomas  Walker,  as  to  James  Kinder,  No.  32. — Knows  James  Kinder ; 
about  this  time  last  year  James  Kinder  asked  witness  if  he  was  old  enough 
to  parade  ;  witness  said  yes ;  then  on  being  asked,  he  told  witness  that  he 
was   but    19  years  old;  has  known  James  Kinder  since  he  was  a  boy  • 
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should  soy  he  was  not  much  older  than  witness ;  witness  is  about  17  years 
old. 

Thomas  H.  Wade,  as  to  No.  32,  James  Kinder. — Knows  James  Kin. 
der  ;  his  father  was  married  in  the  year  182G  ;  should  be  inclined  to  think 
that  he  was  21  years  old. 

Nicholas  Medlin,  as  to  No.  33,  Henry  Corder. — Knows  Henry  Corder 
don't  think  he  is  of  age,  but  can't  say. 

Jackson  Sims,  as  to  No.  33. — As  to  the  age  of  Henry  Corder;  don't 
know  his  age  accurately  ;  his  sister  had  a  child  who  might  have  been  a  lit- 
tle older,  but  she  was  born  in  1831. 

Gregory  Kelly,  as  to  vote  No.  52,  Asa  Holden. — Knows  Asa  Holden  ; 
don't  know  his  age  precisely  ;  has  known  him  since  he  was  a  child  ;  saw 
him  about  15  years  ago  :  he  was  very  small  boy  then;  don't  think  he  is 
21  ;  has  no  children  of  his  age;  his  parents  are  not  living;  stays  all 
about. 

L.  Levin,  as  to  57,  58,  59,  and  54. — 59  Robert  Cline  ;  54  George  Grif- 
fin ;  58  Daniel  Frost ;  Thomas  Groomes,  57. — Witness  has  been  employed 
to  take  the  census  of  Richland  District ;  has  down  on  his  list  as  a  free  ne- 
gro, George  Griffin  of  this  district ;  this  was  taken  down  in  the  course  of  his 
duty.  Gives  same  testimony  as  to  Thomas  Groomes,  so  put  down  without 
reference  to  any  antecedent  knowledge  ;  same  as  to  Frost :  same  as  to  Kline ; 
his  course  was  to  enquire  for  the  head  of  the  family  ;  It  was  his  duty  to 
take  down  the  names  of  paupers  ;  as  to  William  Thompson,  No.  47  ;  has 
him  down  as  pauper;  Jonathan  Johnson,  No.  48;  has  him  down  also  as 
a  pauper;  has  the  name  of  Ruffin  Jones,  No.  50,  also  as  a  pauper.  Some 
of  these  persons  gave  in  thier  names,  others  told  me  they  had  received  an 
annuity  from  the  Commissioners  of  the  Poor;  applied  to  Clerk  of  Com- 
missioners of  Poor,  who  confirmed  what  they  had  stated.  Henry  Cordc  r 
No.  33.  is  on  his  list  as  a  minor.  It  was  his  duty  to  enquire  into  the  ages 
of  the  family:  got  the  age  of  Corder  from  some  of  the  family  ;  got  it  at 
the  house  ;  got  the  precise  age  ;  thinks  it  was  19. 

Has  Henry  Miller,  No.  27. — Name  down  as  a  minor  ;  commenced  to 
take  the  census  in  August,  and  got  through  in  October  ;  he  has  him  down 
as  aged  20,  on  3d  August,  1850. 

As  to  Francis  Hammond  has  his  name  down  as  aged  19  years  in  Au- 
gust 24,  1850. 

As  to  James  Jeffers,  No.  67,  has  him  down  as  16  years  old ;  there  is  no 
other  person  that  he  has  in  his  book  of  the  name  of  James  Jeffers. 

No.  9. — On  fictitious  list,  L.  L.  Wilson,  has  no  such  name. 

7. — Has  only  one  Thos.  Wilson  on  his  list. 

8. — Has  only  one  Joseph  Crafts  ;  has  no  person  of  the  name  of  Jesse 
Craft  on  his  list. 

John  Seale,  No.  63,  has  no  such  person  on  his  list. 

Miles  Bass,  No.  12,  has  it  not  on  his  list. 
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21,  18,  and  19,  has  neither  the  name  of  Henry  or  Thomas  Burkett;  22. 
John  Kent  23  ;  Nathan  Hood  or  Moses  D.  Copeland ;  Gl  or  James  T.  Ben- 
net  alias  Winson. 

No.  2. — On  fictitious  list,"  W.  Thomas?  has  this  name  down  twice. 

No.  2,  3,  4 — the  Boaticrights  not  on  his  list. 

No.  5,  C,  8,  12,  31 — not  on  his  list ;  John  Freeman,  No.  15,  and  No. 
32,  not  on  his  list ;  has  no  Joseph  Carter,  but  has  Jas.  B.  Carter  on  his  list ; 
has  not  Nos.  17,  18,  19,  21,  55,  22,  23;  John  L.  Marsh  not  on  his  list; 
No.  38  has  him  down  as  a  foreigner;  No-  39  same;  No.  40  down  as  a 
foreigner;  or  62  a  foreigner. 


Wednesday,  4th  December  1850. 

y,  Examination  of  Mr.  Levin  by  Mr.  Gregg. 

Commenced  taking  census  19  July,  and  ended  in  October. 

Obliged  to  take  down  every  name  ;  took  down,  by  name,  about  7,000,  or 
a  little  over.  His  rule  was  to  apply  to  the  head  of  the  family  if  present, 
if  not  to  the  wife.  Sometimes  he  was  at  a  house  three  hours  ;  sometimes 
half  a  day,  and  sometimes  not  five  minutes — never  longer  except  on  large 
plantations.  Obtained  information  from  head<?  of  family,  when  they  were 
not  at  home.  There  were  cases  where  there  was  no  record,  and  the  people 
very  ignorant.  Has  no  personal  recollection  of  any  of  the  persons  of 
whom  he  has  spoken  ;  don't  think  he  would  know  either  of  them  if  now 
before  him.  Can't  say  that  he  has  found  every  person  in  the  District ;  with 
the  best  endeavor  is  not  certain  that  he  has  been  able  to  find  every  person  in 
the  District.  In  ascertaining  the  color,  in  some  instances,  he  would  ask  of 
the  head  of  the  family. 

Can't  say  how  he  obtained  the  information  in  the  particular  cases  refer- 
red to  by  him.  There  is  no  instance  in  which  he  set  a  person  down  as  a 
free  person  of  color  without  first  enquiring.  He  may  have  got  his  informa- 
tion from  neighbors.  If  the  persons  returned  themselves  as  white,  he  so 
put  them  down  as  such,  and  so  if  they  said  they  were  black,  he  so  put  them 
down.  Can't  distinguish  the  cases  in  his  list  in  which  he  obtained  infor- 
mation from  the  person  himself,  or  from  some  other  person.  The  question 
whether  the  person  calling  himself  a  foreigner  had  been  naturalized  or  not 
was  not  required  to  be  asked  by  him,  and  was  not  asked,  he  simply  asked 
the  place  of  his  birth.  Only  required  the  number  of  years,  when  enqui- 
ring the  ages  of  persons  the  fractions  of  years  was  left  out.  Counted  the 
ages  of  the  negroes  of  the  Adams'  by  periods  ;  it  was  the  most  accurate 
information  he  could  get ;  recollects  that  after  he  got  through  it  was  found 
that  they  had  made  inaccuracies. 

A.  G.  Summer — David  Ramsay,  No.  20. — Knows  David  Ramsay ;  has 
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no  alias  ;  resides  in  Lexington  District,  about  24  1-2  miles  from  Columbia  ; 
has  resided  in  Lexington  District  from  January,  1850,  to  the  25th  Novem- 
ber, 1850 ;  he  told  witness,  since  the  election,  that  he  had  no  land  in  Rich- 
land District ;  asked  him  why  he  had  voted  in  Richland;  said  a  man  could 
make  more  by  voting  in  Richland  than  at  home. 

Henry  Burkett  and  Thomas  Burkctt,  knows  them  ;  always  understood 
they  lived  in  Lexington  District  ;  their  mother  lived  there  and  their  father. 
In  July,  August,  and  September,  they  were  employed  on  the  G-reenville 
Rail-Road ;  the  bridge  is  in  Fairfield  and  Lexington  Districts  ;  saw  them  a 
few  days  after  the  election  at  the  bridge. 

><i.  D.  Ramsay  is  a  native  in  Chester  ;  his  father  lives  in  this  District. 
D.  R.  is  a  common  laborer — an  axeman.  I  can  state  that  he  has  been  re- 
garded as  a  citizen  of  Lexington  District  since  January,  1850;  he  has 
been  called  on  to  perform  militia  and  Road  duty  ;  he  is  now  working  on  a 
temporary  contract  for  witness. 

Joel  Medlin,  as  to  Moses  D.  Copeland,  No.  23 — Knows  M.  D.  C. ;  wi.ness 
lives  in  Richland  District.  M.  D.  C.  lives  in  Kershaw  District ;  he  has 
been  living  2  or  3  years  in  Kershaw  District ;  has  no  land  in  Richland — 
heard  him  say  not. 

As  to  Thos.  Wilson. — Knows  T.  W.  ;  he  was  born  and  raised  in  Rich- 
land District.  Did  not  always  reside  there  ;  left  for  North  Carolina,  as  he 
has  heard  ;  he  has  been  back  from  8  to  12  months — don't  know  exactly. 
Was  gone  2  or  3  years  ;  said  to  have  removed  ;  said  he  had  been  in  North 
Carolina;  he  married  in  North  Carolina. 

James  Hendrix  for  No.  36. — Has  a  son  called  James  Hendrix;  he  is 
about  17  years  of  age  ;  he  told  witness  that  he  had  voted  at  Gadsden. 

!xi.  Says  his  son  is  something  like  17  years  of  age — a  little  over  it; 
thinks  he  was  born  28th  Sept.  1833.  lie  had  a  record  of  his  son's  age  in 
his  bible,  written  by  himself. 

Mark  Celler — As  to  James  Kinder,  No.  32. — Knows  J.  Kinder  ;  knows 
his  age  ;  he  came  to  witness  to  learn  the  Tailor's  trade,  and  bound  himself 
for  3  years  ;  he  was  then  17.  Mr.  Guignard  made  the  papers  ;  he  bound 
himseli — nobody  with  him  ;  this  will  be  4  years  next  Spring. 

M.  Has  lived  in  Columbia  4  years.  J.  K.  came  to  bind  himself  in 
1847  ;  can't  recollect  what  time  of  the  year ;  did  not  say  how  much  over 
17  he  was. 

James  Guignard. — Witness  is  the  Clerk  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  for 
Richland  district ;  no  letters  of  Naturalizhtion  has  ever  been  granted  to 
No.  38. 

None  to  Francis  Burtie,  No.  39. — He  gave  notice  of  his  intention  in 
Oct.  1849,  no  further  proceedings. 

No  certificate  was  ever  granted  to  Jacob  Fullenwider,  No.  40  ;  none  to 
No.  41  ;  none  to  No.  42 ;  none  to  No.  43;  none  to  No.  44  ;  none  to  No. 
45  ;  none  to  No.  46. 
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y.  As  to  Jonathan  Johnston,  No.  48. — Witness  knows  him  ;  he  served 
on  the  jury  in  March  last ;  he  is  on  the  jury  list. 

Charles  Nucffer — Knows  Charles  Magrath  ;  he  is  a  German  ;  don't 
know  how  long  he  has  been  here ;  has  been  here  about  18  months  ;  can't 
say  whether  he  has  been  in  the  State  or  district ;  knows  Jacob  Fullinwider  ; 
J.  F.  came  from  Germany  ;  first  time  W.  saw  him  was  about  11  years  ago 
in  Lexington  ;  he  lived  there  until  Mr.  McClean  stopped  his  stages  about  8 
or  9  years  ago  ;  since  then  he  has  been  living  in  Richland  district  as  far  as 
witness  knows. 

As  to  Michael  Dillon — He  knows  him,  but  not  where  he  came  from  : 
he  passes  for  an  Irishman  ;  first  time  witness  saw  him  was  on  the  Charles- 
ton R.  Road,  4  or  5  years  ago. 

Knows  M.  C.  Kahahale,  No.  44. — He  is  reputed  to  be  an  Irishman  : 
don't  know  how  long  he  has  been  in  this  district;  has  known  him  only  for 
16  months;  knows  a  man  (No.  46)  of  the  name  of  John  Harden  ;  he  has 
been  in  this  district  10  or  15  years  ;  he  is  reputed  to  be  an  Englishman, 
about  45  years  old. 

[xj.  Believes  Harden  has  voted  at  Garner's  Mill ;  can't  say  for  how 
long — 8  or  10  years  ;  knows  that  Dillon  voted  in  the  election  of  1848  ; 
heard  him  say  so  ;  knows  that  Jacob  Fullenwider ;  has  heard  that  he  has 
voted  for  a  long  time. 

In  Reply. — Has  never  seen  the  certificate  of  citizenship  of  any  of  the 
above  persons  ;  his  impression  is  that  Magrath  is  a  citizen  ;  heard  him  say 
he  got  his  papers  in  New  York. 

H.  Reckling. — Witness  is  German  ;  knows  H.  P.  Magraff ;  don't  know 
when  he  came  to  this  country  ;  he  came  about  a  half  a  year  after  witness  ; 
witness  came  14th  Nov.  184S  ;  Magrath  came  here  from  New  York;  he 
could  speak  English. 

H.  Bruns. — Witness  came  to  South  Carolina  about  12  years  ago  ;  Ma- 
grath was  here  a  year  before  he  spoke  to  him. 

y*\    He  remembers  first  speaking  to  him  some  months  ago — not  years. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Gregg  :  S.  P.  Thomson. — Jonathan  Johnson  has 
been  in  the  habit  of  voting  in  this  district  as  a  good  voter;  looked  upon  him 
as  a  good  voter,  for  he  promised  to  vote  for  Mr.  Black,  but  slipped  off; 
since  the  election,  has  understood  he  was  not  a  good  voter. 

S.  Duncan. — Knows  William  Coleman,  No.  55  ;  should  say  he  was 
not  a  white  man  ;  he  passes  for  a  mulatto  ;  he  is  a  free  negro ;  don't  know 
his  family  well;  don't  know  any  but  himself;  associates  with  both  whites 
and  mulattoes.  If  witness  permitted  him  to  come  to  his  house,  he  would 
not  receive  him  as  white. 

y,.  Coleman  is  much  darker  than  Joseph  Hammond ;  don't  think  he 
knows  any  body  in  this  district ;  darker  than  he  is  who  does   militia  duty. 

Joel  Medling,   (recalled.) — Knows  William  Coleman  ;   every  person 
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who  knows  him,  knows  that  he  is  a  mulatto  ;  can't  say  whether  he  is  ever 
received  into  society  as  a  white  man  ;  witness  certainly  knows  that  he  is  a 
mulatto. 

Joseph  E.  Reese. — As  to  Thomas  Grooves,  No.  56. — Know  T.  G.  he 
has  been  a  regular  voter  at  Garner's  Mills  for  the  last  20  years  ;  his  vote 
has  never  been  refused  ;  don't  look  upon  him  as  a  white  man  ;  has  been  a 
manager  for  20  years  where  he  has  voted,  and  has  never  been  challenged. 

£*}■  He  is  not  a  white  man  ;  has  some  African  blood. 

Bryant  Medlin. — Witness  knows  Wm  Coleman  ;  lives  near  neighbor 
to  him  ;  last  October  a  year  ago  he  was  taken  off  the  jury  ;  can't  say  for 
what ;  thinks  the  judge  went  by  his  eye,  and  by  his  hair,  and  skin  a  good 
deal  more. 

M    William  C.  is  married  to  a  white  woman,  as  witness  judges. 

William  S.  Goodwyn. — Saw  a  man  vote  at  Gadsden  by  the  name  of 
James  T.  Bennet,  No.  61.  After  he  came  to  Columbia,  heard  Mr.  Sow- 
den  said  that  his  name  was  not  Bennet,  but  Winson,  or  Wisnerj  has  since 
been  taken  up  under  the  last  name. 

John  P.  Henry. — Knows  Pompey  Webb  :  he  is  a  free  negro  ;  he  calls 
himself,  sometimes,  by  the  name  of  John  Seal :  always  passed  as  a  free 
negro  ;  lives  about  3  miles  from  him  ;  has  known  him  from  a  small  boy. 

James  Messer. — Knows  Robert  Taylor;  can't  sav  exactly  when  he  left 
Richland  District ;  he  returned  back  last  February  12  months  ;  he  remov- 
ed away,  as  it  was  understood,  for  good  ;  he  went  to  Florida ;  and  then 
went  across  the  line  into  Georgia,  and  made  a  crop:  it  was  understood,  as 
far  as  witness  knows,  that  he  went  away  not  to  return,  for  he  sold  out  his 
things  ;  he  was  not  in  Richland  District,  a  week  before  he  came  to  witness' 
house ;  witness'  wife  is  his  cousin  ;  he  told  witness  that  he  had  got  into 
trouble  was  the  reason  of  his  coming  to  Carolina;  he  staid  about  two 
weeks  ;  then  he  went  to  Georgia,  and  was  gone  about  long  enough  to  go 
and  return;  when  he  returned  ;  the  visit  of  2  weeks  was  about  Christmas; 
when  he  revisited  Georgia,  it  was  with  the  intention  to  remain,  if  things 
were  well ;  he  returned  about  the  early  part  of  February  ;  had  no  claim  of 
land  in  this  country. 

William  Thomas,  as  to  No,  67. — Witness'.'name  is]  William  Thomas, 
was  born  and  raised  in  Richland  District,  and  has  never  lived  4  miles  from 
the  place  he  was  raised  ;  he  voted  in  October,  at  Ford's  Mill ;  never  saw 
Gadsden  ;  there  is  another  W.  T.  ;  he  went  wiih  witness  to  Ford's  mill ; 
he  did  not  vote  or  offer  to  vote  ;  has  no  doubt  he  is  a  minor  ;  there  is  no 
other  W.  T.  in  the  district  to  his  knowledge  or  belief. 

H  Don't  know  his  age  ;  ho  voted  the  first  time,  4  years  ago  ;  never  has 
been  at  Gadsden  but  once  ;  never  was  at  Garner's  Mill  but  once  ;  is  well 
acquainted  ;  has  never  heard  of  any  other  person  of  the  name  of  W.  T. 

Charles  Manning)  as  to  William  Thomas. — Is  acquainted  with  William 
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Thomas,  the  witness  just  examined  ;  knows  his  nephew  W.  T  ;  knows  he 
is  a  minor  ;  lias  looked  at  his  age  and  read  it  often  enough,  is  a  relative 
by  marriage.. 

John  Brazil. — Knows  Duncan  Douglass  by  name  ;  he  passed  witness' 
house  in  February  last ;  saw  a  man  of  that  name,  who  said  he  wns  com- 
ing to  Columbia  to  look  for  work ;  know3  No.  55,  William  Coleman  ;  has 
known  him  back  as  far  as  1840  ;  he  is  not  a  white  man  ;  he  does  not  mus- 
ter in  witness'  company. 

M    Coleman  is  about  50. 

James  T.  Wade. — In  1840  witness  was  a  manager  of  election  at  Davis' ; 
a  man  of  the  name  of  Coleman,  then  presented  himself  to  vote;  they  re- 
jected him  on  examination  of  his  head. 

fx|  Witness  was  raised  within  3  miles  of  Coleman,  and  knows  him  to 
be  a  free  negro  ;  he,  witness,  was  of  the  party  who  wanted  his  vote,  and 
would  have  been  glad  to  receive  it  if  he  could. 

Francis  A.  Treadweil. — Witness  is  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Poor  ;  Jonathan  Johnson,  No.  48,  has  received  assistance 
as  a  pauper  from  the  district;  R.Jones,  witness  knows  him  by  Ruffln 
Jones,  he  is  a  pauper  ;  William  Martin's  wife  receives  aid  as  a  pauper  from 
the  district;  he,  Wrn.  Martin  is  not  on  the  list,  his  wife  lives  with  him, 
and  is  not  a  lunatic,  or  of  unsound  mind  ;  he  is  a  dissipated  man  ;  destitute  ; 
can't  support  his  family  ;  thinks  they  would  not  part ;  knows  of  no  other 
claim  she  has  to  public  bounty,  except  the  inability  of  her  husband  to  main- 
tain her. 

[x{  W.  Martin  is  a  shoemaker ;  he  is  a  tolerable  able  bodied  man  ;  if  he 
were  to  work  he  could  support  his  family  ;  pays  the  allowance  to  his  wife  ; 
the  object  is  to  put  the  money  entirely  under  her  control  ;  he  may  come  in 
for  a  share,  he  and  his  children  ;  they  live  together;  but  for  the  woman, 
he  would  not  be  an  object  of  charily  ;  Jonathan  Johnson  has  always  been 
on  the  list  since  witness  has  been  connected  with  the  Board  ;  has  never 
been  off 

James  Craft,  as  to  No.  G5,  Asa  Wooten. — Knows  him  ;  heard  him  say 
he  got  $10  for  voting;  told  witness  he  voted  at  Gadsden  ;  as  to  James 
Freeman,  No.  14;  told  witness  the  same  ;  that  he  had  received  $10  for 
his  vote  ;  said  he  voted  at  Gadsden  ;  witness  was  not  offered  money,  parti- 
cular ;  one  man  offered  witness  $10,  to  go  and  vote  at  Gadsden  ;  it  was  not 
Mr.  Black,  or  any  of  his  friends  ;   it  was  not  to  vote  for  Mr.  Black. 

V\  The  conversation  with  Wooten,  was  before  the  election;  with  James 
Freeman,  it  was  after  he  came  back  from  Gadsden  ;  on  good  terms  with 
both  Wooten  and  Freeman  ;  witness  is  a  married  man  ;  his  wife's  name 
was  Mary  Freeman  ;  was  a  widow  when  witness  married  her  ;  knows 
Dennis  Freeman  ;  his  wile  was  married  to  him  ;  he  is  now  living;  he 
went  to  North  Carolina,  and  sent  a  letter,  saying  he  was  dead  and  buried; 
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he  lives  with  the  woman  now,  that  he  married  ;  Dennis  Freeman  voted  at 
Ford's  Mill ;  Dennis  Freeman  came  back  about  3  weeks  before  the  election. 

In  reply. — James  Freeman's  house  is  in  Richland  District. 

Mr.  Petigru  produces  the  admission  of  the  following  persons,  viz  : 
Arch.  Bowen,  Z.  Bowen,  Moody  Evans,  Robert  Crafts,  Henry  Burkett, 
Thomas  Burkett,  Joseph  Wocten,  and  James  Freeman,  in  writing,  admit- 
ihg  that  they  had  been  bribed. 

Capt  Thomas  H.  Wade,  as  to  William  Thompson,  No.  47.— Witness 
knows  that  William  T.  is  a  pauper  ;  he  has  been  receiving  relief  for  about 
4  or  5  years  ;  sometimes  he  would  be  off,  and  then  return  again  ;  It  is  near 
about  18  months  now,  since  he  has  been  in  the  Alms  house. 

M  He  can't  identify  the  man  at  the  Alms  house,  with  the  man  who  vo- 
ted at  Gadsden  ;  the  W.  T.  he  speaks  of,  is  nearly  65  or  70  years  of  age  ; 
believes  they  used  to  call  him  gentleman  billy  Thompson  ,  don't  know  that 
he  was  absent  from  the  poor  house  on  the  days  of  election.

It  is  admitted  in  Mr.  Guignard's  statement,  that  T.  Fitzer,  No.  62,  has 
never  been  naturalized  in  this  district,  nor  has  he  given  any  notice  of  his 
intention  to  become  a  citizen. 

Mr.  James  O' Hanlon,  as  to  No.  32'. — Knows  James  K.  ;  knew  John  D. 
Kinder,  his  father,  in  1830  ;  John  D.  Kinder,  expecting  an  heir,  promised 
witness,  if  a  bov,  to  name  him  after  witness;  the  child  was  born,  and  after- 
wards seen  by  witness,  in  1830,  an  infant,  and  was  named  after  witness  ; 
he  was  not  the  eldest  son  of  J.  D.  Kinder  ;  he  had  one  older  named  De- 
Kalb. 

James  Messer,  re-called  as  to  John  Harden,  No.  46. — Witness  has  had 
opportunity  of  conversing  with  H.  thinks  he  told  him  he  was  born  near 
a  place  called  Sidney,  near  London  ;  about  the  year  1842,  he  hired  him 
to  work  with  witness  in  his  shop,  and  in  fact  has  always  kept  up  his  ac- 
quantance  with  him  since  ;  believes  he  has  always  been  in  the  district ;  he 
has  frequently  conversed  with  H.  about  becoming  a  citizen  ;  he  always 
spoke  lightly  of  it ;  one  reason  he  gave  for  not  becoming  a  citizen  was,  that 
he  would  become  liable  to  citizens  duty;  thinks  that  on  the  whole,  he 
spoke  as  if  he  would  not  become  a  citizen  ,  can't  say  positively,  but  believes 
he  has  always  resided  in  the  district  since  that  lime. 

}xj  Knows  that  Harden  voted  for  militia  officers  at  the  muster  ground  ; 
witness,  up  to  the  time  he  left  the  district,  alway  voted  at  Gainer's  Mill. 

Peter  Gaffney. — Knows  Robert  Cline  or  Kline ;  don't  know  if  he  is 
white  or  colored ;  does  militia  duty  and  patrol  ;  knew  his  mother  and  fa- 
ther ;  his  mother  was  a  little  dingy  ;  the  husband  of  his  grandmother  was 
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"black  ;  has  seen  him  ;  a  black  smith  ;  his  grandmother  was  said  to  be  an 
Indian;  his  grandfather  and  grandmother  were  said  to  be  married;  his 
mother  was  said  to  be  the  child  of  that  marriage ;  his  associates  are  white 
people,  generally  ;  has  been  received  among  a  certain  class  as  a  white  ;  that 
class  was  clearly  white  ;  has  heard  of  his  sitting  down  at  the  table  of  Mr. 
Joyner ;  has  never  been  at  his,  witness'  house  ;  don't  know  that  he  would 
object  to  his  sitting  at  his  table  if  no  person  was  present ;  if  strangers  were 
present,  he  might  object ;  his  scruples  are  as  regard  his  color ;  he  is  a  re- 
spectable man. 

X  There  was  no  doubt,  he  thinks,  in  public  opinion,  that  he  was  the 
grandson  of  the  couple,  black  and  Indian  ;  thinks  he  has  been  voting  for 
some  4  or  5  years  ;  has  voted  regularly  ;  has  been  a  manager  of  general 
elections,  since  1S44  ;  he  has  received  his  vote  ;  it  was  never  questioned  to 
his  knowledge  ;  as  to  Thomas  Grooms,  No.  57. — he  knows  him  the  same 
person  who  voted  at  Gadsden  ;  he  is  about  55  or  60  ;  he  has  always  voted 
since  witness  has  known  him  ;  witness  came  here  in  1823. 

In  reply — The  voters  in  the  fork,  in  1848,  was  very  much  swelled  ;  the 
difference  was  100  votes  ;  the  votes,  in  1848,  was  280  or  286  ;  the  poll  in 
1846,  don't  recollect,  about  160.  can't  say  ;  it  was  a  warm  election  ;  the 
boxes  around  diminished ;  Garner's  Mill,  this  last  time,  did  not  poll  more 
than  70  ;  don't  think  the  increase  was  great ;  as  to  Win.  B.  Gray,  No.  5,  fie 
titious  list ;  don't  know  W.  B.  G.  knows  two  William  Gray's  ;  don't  know 
wbo  Wm.  B.  Gray  was  that  voted  at  Gadsden  ;  knows  a  young  man  by  the 
name  of  W.  Gray,  the  son  of  Robin  G. ;  he  is  hardly  of  age  ;  should  not 
think  he  was  of  age  ;  he  has  been  a  year  and  a  half  on  the  muster  list ; 
don't  think  he  is  21  years  of  age. 

X  Don't  think  Wm.  Gray,  the  son  of  R.  G.  voted  at  Gadsden  ;  did  not 
see  him  there;  saw  his  brother  Murray  Gray  there ;  don't  know  Wm.  B. 
Gray,  the  son  of  James  Gray ;  knows  James  Gray,  who  lives  near  the  Wa- 
teree  ;  the  votes  taken  at  Garner's  Mills,  in  1844,  was  about  140,  the  largest 
vote;  in  1846,  150  votes  were  taken,  as  he  has  heard;  there  is  a  large 
tract  of  country  between  Gadsden  and  Garners. 

Joshua  Soivdcn. — Has  seen  a  man  called  Winson,  Wisdom,  or  Winches- 
ter ;  Mr.  Goodwyn  pointed  out  to  me  this  man  as  the  man  who  had  voted 
at  Gadsden,  by  the  name  of  Bennet,  or  some  such  name  ;  thinks  he  is  fo- 
reign ;  he  has  not  been  knowing  about  him  more  than  12  months  ;  knows 
he  don't  belong  to  Richland  or  South  Carolina ;  nor  has  he  been  longer 
than  12  months  in  Richland. 

Vi  Thinks  he  is  an  Englishman ;  only  forms  this  opinion  from  his  lan- 
guage or  accent ;  don't  pronounce  with  certainty  ;  he  may  have  been  a  lit 
tie  over  a  12  month  in  the  town  ;  can't  say  how  long  he  was  in  this  State. 

Robert  P.  Mayrant,  (recalled  by  Mr.  Petigru.) — Knows  an  individual 
about  Columbia  of  the  name  of  Winson  ;  got  acquainted  with  him  in  Lou- 
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isiana  ;  travelled  with  him  to  Montgomery  Alabama;  he  said  that  he  belong- 
ed to  the  Sappers  and  Miners  in  England,  and  had  got  a  job  from  Mr- 
Preston  to  drain  his  plantation  ;  this  was  in  April ;  he  was  on  his' return 
here  ;  Mr.  Goodwyn  pointed  this  same  man  out  to  him  as  the  man  who  had 
voted  at  Gadsden,  by  the  name  of  Bennet  or  Burnett. 

William  Scale — (As  to  John  Seale.) — Knows  of  no  individual  in  this 
district  of  the  name  of  J.  S. ;  lives  in  this  district  near  Garner's  Ferry; 
thinks  there  is  no  other  person  in  this  district  of  the  name  of  Seale,  except 
himself  and  his  father  ;  knows  Pompey  Webb,  he  is  a  mulatto  ;  he  is  well 
known  where  he  lives  ;  has  never  known  him  to  pass  for  a  white  man  ;  re- 
members he  whipped  P.  W.  once  when  he  was  on  patrol ;  remembers  once 
to  have  struck  David  Grooms,  a  cousin  of  T.  Grooms  ;  has  seen  T.  dooms  ; 
his  mother  is  quite  white  ;  he  is  a  very  dark  man  ;  dont  know  what  he 
passes  for. 

^a.  Knows  that  T.  Grooms  has  been  in  the  habit  of  voting  ;  his  vote  was 
refused  at  the  Major's  election  ;  a  poition  of  the  company  was  dissatisfied, 
when  it  was  proposed  to  turn  out  some  of  these  men. 

Hamilton  H.  Kelly. — Witness  knows  a  youth  named  James  Jeffers,  No. 
67  ;  should  say  he  was  about  1 7  years  ;  has  known  him  last  year  and  this 
year ;  J.  J.  told  witness  that  he  had  voted  at  Gadsden. 

As  to  John  Coon,  No.  10  in  petitioner's  list. — Witness  should  say  he 
was  not  21  ;  has  known  him  some  18  months  ;  from  his  appearance  should 
say  he  was  a  minor  ;  his  appearance  is  that  of  a  person  not  more  than  16 
or  17  ;  told  witness  he  had  voted  at  Gadsden. 
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W.  Moye — As  to  No.  16,  Joseph  Carter. — Witness  knows  Jos.  Carter  ; 
he  saw  him  at  Gadsden  at  the  late  election.  Carter  resides  in  this  district 
about  2  miles  from  Gadsden  ;  has  always  lived  in  the  distjict. 

As  to  No.  27,  Henry  Miller. — Witness  knows  H.  M. ;  saw  him  at  Gads- 
den at  the  late  election  ;  knows  he  has  been  mustering  for  some  time. 

As  to  William  Thompson,  No.  47. — Witness  saw  William  T.  at  Gads- 
den ;  saw  two  William  T.'s  at  Gadsden — one  he  thinks  voted.  Knows 
the  W.  T.  who  is  in  the  poor  house ;  used  to  call  him  gentleman  Bill ;  he 
was  not  the  man  witness  saw  at  Gadsden ;  one  of  the  v\r.  T.'s  he  saw  at 
Gadsden,  is  William  A.  T.,  he  lives  up  near  McLaughlin's  mill ;  the  other 
is  called  Shackelford  Bill ;  Thompson  is  a  resident  of  the  district. 

No.  54,  George  Griffin. — Knows  Geo.  Griffin;  he  has  always  voted  at 
elections  at  which  witness  was  ;  has  never  heard  his  vote  questioned  ;  he 
does  not  pay  taxes  as  a  free  person  of  color ;  he  has  always  passed  for  a 
white  man  ;  he  has  given  evidence  in  the  Court  House  ;  supposes  he  is  35 
or  45  years  of  age.

As  to  Thos.  Grooms,  No.  56. — Knows  him  ;  don't  think  he  ever  paid 
taxes  as  a  free  man  ;  he  voted  at  elections  ;  his  vote  was  questioned,  but  he 
was  allowed  to  vote  ;  he  has  voted  since. 

No.  58,  Daniel  Frost. — Witness  knows  D.  F.  Saw  him  at  Gadsden,  but 
did  not  see  him  vote  ;  he  enjoys  certain  privileges  of  a  white  man  ;  he  is 
30  or  35  ;  has  seen  him  vote  at  several  polls  ;  has  done  militia  duty ;  his 
vote  has  never  been  questioned. 

No.  59,  Robert  Cline  — Witness  knows  R.  C.  ;  saw  him  at  Gadsden  ;  he 
is  not  a  white  man  ;  but  he  is  treated  with  respect;  he  is  about  27  or  30  ; 
thinks  he  has  voted  since  he  came  of  age — knows  he  has  voted  ;  Cline 
don't  pay  taxes  as  a  free  person  of  color. 

X.  Mr.  Petigru. — Can't  say  whether  Carter  is  a  minor  ;  he  is  a  young 
looking  lad  ;  he  has  been  doing  duty;  can't  say  how  long;  he  looks  like  a 
boy  21  or  22  years  of  age  :  he  may  be  21  or  22,  or  may  be  20. 

As  to  Henry  Miller. — Thinks  he  looks  to  be  about  the  age  of  Carter; 
can't  say  how  long  he  and  Carter  have  been  doing  duty ;  thinks  more  than 
one  year. 

Knows  George  Griffin  ;  he  passes  for  Stephen  Griffin's  brother ;  has  seen 
Stephen  Griffin  for  ten  years  ;  don't  live  within  fifteen  miles  of  them  ;  saw 
George  Griffin  at  the  election.  Knows  George  very  well ;  he  has  voted  ; 
understood  there  was  great  confusion  occasioned  by  an  attempt  to  turn 
out  .     By  George's  looks  he  is  doubtful ;  he  is  generally  treated, 

where  he  lives,  as  a  white  man  ;  he  mixes  witli  the  crowd,  at  elections,  as 
equal ;  he  does  not  consider  George  G.  as  a  white  man.  Whether  he  is 
African  or  Egyptian  he  don't  know  ;  he  has  a  good  deal  of  white  blood 
in  him  ;  his  mother  was  about  as  white  as  George. 

It  is  Grooms  who  proved,  at  an  election,  that  his  grandfather  was  a 
Quadroon  Indian,  and  his  grandmother  a  white ;  his  mother  came  from 
that  marriage  ;  has  heard  that  his  father  was  a  white  man. 

Knew  the  parents  of  Daniel  Frost ;  his  mother  was  a  white  woman,  and 
his  father  a  mulatto.  When  he  says  mulatto,  he  means  a  man  with  negro 
blood  •  has  seen  D.  Frost  do  militia  duty ;  the  Captain  is  Wesner. 

As  to  Robert  Cline. — Can't  consider  him  a  white  man — thinks  he  is  a 

mulatto. 

In  Reply. — As  to  Cline. — He  looks  tolerably  white,  his  hair  is  straight. 

Knows  Isaac  Snead  ;  he  is  blacker  in  appearance  than  Cline. 

Snead  and  Frost  is  about  the  same  color ;  thinks  Frost  may  be  a  little 
shade  whiter. 

William  Baird — As  to  Jonathan  Johnson,  No.  48.  |  Witness  is  Tax 
Collector  for  this  district ;  J.  Johnson  pays  taxes  on  three  hundred  acres 

of  land. 

No.  53  Stephen  Griffin  and  54  George  Griffin. — They  pay  no  taxes  to 
witness  as  persons  of  color. 
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No.  55  William  Column  and  No.  56  Thos.  Grooms. — They  pay  no  taxes 
as  free  persons  of  color. 

No.  58 — Daniel  Frost — pays  no  taxes  as  a  free  person  of  color. 

No.  59. — Robert  Cline  pays  no  taxes  as  a  free  person  of  color. 

No  person  of  the  name  of  John  Seal  or  Pompey  Webb  pays  taxes  as  a 
free  person  of  color. 

X  Can't  say  that  he  knows  George  and  Stephen  Griffin.  Some  per- 
sons of  the  name  of  Griffin  pays  taxes.  Don't  know  where  they  live  :  some 
persons  of  the  name  of  Griffin's  pay  a  capitation  tax 

Don't  know  that  he  knows  Thomas  Groom  and  William  Coleman  ;  knows 
Daniel  Frost ;  he  is  pretty  dark  ;  don't  know  that  he  has  ever  been  treat- 
ed as  a  white  man  or  mulatto. 

Don't  know  Robert  Cltne.  Was  told  once  to  put  Daniel  Frost  on  the 
list ;  he  would  have  done  it,  but  he  brought  a  note  from  Mr.  Wesner,  and 
Mr.  D.  Adams  came  forward  and  said  he  was  white. 

Jonathan  Johnson  pays  about  21  cents  taxes  on  300  acres  of  land; 
can't  say  how  long. 

Mr.  Gregg,  in  reply. — Witness  thinks  that  the  person  who  applied  to 
have  D.  Frost  put  on  the  list,  seems  to  have  been  offended,  and  said  he 
would  tie  him  up  and  whip  him. 

Capt.  Gaffney,  as  to  No.  27,  Henry  Miller. — Knows  Henry  Miller; 
thinks  he  is  of  age,  he  mustered  several  years  in  Capt.  Brady's  Company  ; 
Capt.  Brady  resigned  lately  ;  his  mother  came  to  witness  about  a  year  and 
a  half  ago;  she  said  that  her  son,  Henry  Miller,  had  gone  off  to  work  : 
that  she  allowed  her  children,  in.the  last  six  months  of  their  minority,  to 
work  for  themselves. 

Knows  Robert  Taylor,  who  voted  at  Gadsden  ;  he  went  out  of  the  State 
upon  Mr.  Scott's  business,  to  oversee  for  him  ;  he  mustered  in  witness's  com- 
pany in  February,  1849  ;  he  might  have  been  back  before  ;  the  muster  was 
the  3rd  Saturday  in  February,  he  was  enrolled  by  some  member;  he  ob- 
jected, said  he  belonged  to  a  cavalry  corps;  he  had  a  cavalry  uniform. 

Lcwellyn  Woodward,  as  to  Thomas  Grooms,  No.  56. — Witness  knows 
him  ;  he  has  passed  as  one  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  a  white  man  ;  he  has 
always  voted  ;  can't  say  whether  he  has  ever  been  questioned  ;  his  vote  has 
never  been  refused,  to  knowledge  of  witness  ;  he  has  done  militia  duty  ;  he 
is  now  over  age. 

No.  58,  D.  Frost. — Knows  him  ;  since  he  has  moved  into  witness'  neigh- 
borhood, he  has  voted,  and  considered  entitled  ;  can't  say  if  he  does  militia 
duty. 

No.  59,  Robert  Cline. — Is  not  a  white  looking  man,  to  look  at;  he  has 
been  mustering  and  voting  for  the  last  two  elections;  he  is  a  young  man, 
and  has,  perhaps,  voted  ever  since  he  was  of  age. 

M.  Can't  say  if  Frost,  Cline  and  Grooms,  were  entitled  to  vote;  they 
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are  evidently  not  white  men ;  but  can't  say  whether  they  have  Indian  or 
negro  blood  in  them. 

John  Bates,  as  to  No.  5G,  Thomas  Grooms.— Knows  him  ;  but  he  lives 
a  good  ways  trom  witness  ;  has  heard  that  he  has  voted  ;  knows  when  he 
sees  him  ;  knows  D.  Frost  has  been  voting  ever  since  witness  knew  him; 
knows  Robert  Cline ;  has  known  him  for  the  last  3  or  4  years  ;  believes 
Robert  Cline  musters. 

X  .  Lives  within  a  few  miles  of  Cline  and  Frost;  when  he  meets  them 
he  speaks  to  them  and  shakes  hands  ;  he  calls  Frost,  when  he  meets  him, 
Daniel;  witness  has  never  associated  with  him;  has  never  shaken  hands 
with  Cline  ;  when  he  meets  Cline,  he  says  how-do-ye-do,  Cline. 

In  Reply. — When  he  meets  them  he  does  not  treat  them  as  an  inferior  • 
if  Frost  were  to  offer  him  a  drink  on  a  cold  day  he  would  not  refuse  it  ■  if 
Frost  and  Cline  were  to  come  to  his  house  in  company  with  other  neigh- 
bors, he  would  make  no  difference  in  his  treatment  of  them. 

T.  N.  Moye,  as  to  Grooms,  Frost,  and  Cline. — Witness  knows  them  :  he 
believes  they  have  always  exercised  the  privileges  of  white  men  ;  they  vo- 
ted and  mustered  ;  since  witness  knew,  they  have  been  in  the  habit  of  vo- 
ting ;  never  knew  their  votes  questioned;  has  seen  them  at  barbacues  and 
other  gatherings,  always  treated  as  white  men ;  Grooms  was  not  on  the 
same  footing  with  Frost  and  Cline,  owing  probably  to  his  marrying  a  free 
nogro;  have  seen  them  eating  and  drinking  in  company  with  white  men. 

>i .  Thomas  Grooms  married  a  free  negro ;  she  is  an  old  woman  ;  his 
children  are  free  negroes  ;  he  has  always  voted;  knows  Pompey  Webb  ■ 
knows  one  who  voted  at  the  Fork,  under  the  name  of  John  Seal ;  is  the 
same  man,  written  P.  Webb  ;  he  is  not  a  white  man  ;  knew  him  to  vote 
in.  1848,  at  Gadsden  ;  Frost,  Cline,  and  Grooms  voted  there. 

In  Reply. — John  Seal  is  about  25  ;  witness  knows  Sneed  ;  John  Seal  or 
Pompey  Webb  is  whiter  looking  man  than  Sneed. 

Henry  McLiughlin,  as  to  Robert  Craft,  No.  13,  sometimes  called  Bur- 
kett. — Witness  knows  him;  he  lives  in  Richland  Distiict;  has  lived  there 
all  his  life;  he  was  a  resident  of  Richland  District  six  months  preceding 
the  late  election. 

No.  46,  John  Hardin. — Knows  John  Hardin  ;  has  known  him  betweer 
eight  and  ten  years;  always  voted  at  the  general  elections  during  that  tin  e. 
No.  53,  Stephen  Griffin. — Has  known  him  for  about  18  years;  he  lives  hi 
Richland  District;  he  has  been  out  once  or  twice,  but  has  come  back; 
went  out  of  the  district,  but  he  came  back,  he  thinks,  as  much  as  6  mont:  s 
before  the  election  ;  he  had  no  home  elsewhere  ;  had  a  home  here ;  he  »s 
married;  thinks  his  wife  was  backward  and  forward  ;  he  owned  no  hout  3 
here;  he  lived  some  time  at  his  brother's  house;  he  did  almost  any  kind  or 
;  has  always  exercised  the  privileges  of  a  free  white  man.  Witness 
i  George  Griffin  ;  he  has  had  the  privilege  of  a  white  man  ;  has  met 
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hiin  at  barbecues  and  other  gatherings;  he  was  there  treated  as  other 
white  men. 

No.  56,  Thomas  Grooms. — He  has  had  the  privileges  of  a  white  man  ; 
he  voted  and  did  militia  duty ;  has  often  met  him  at  public  gatherings. 

No.  58,  Daniel  Frost. — He  has  had  the  privilege  of  a  white  man  ;  has 
known  him  since  he  was  a  boy;  has  met  him  at  public  gatherings;  he  was 
treated  as  a  white  man. 

H  .  Knew  Craft's  parents  before  they  were  married  ;  knew  Craft  almos 
before  he  was  born  ;  don't  know  John  Wages:  thinks  John  Wages  knows 
Craft  and  his  family;  don't  know  how  far  he  lives  from  Craft;  he  thinks 
he  drinks  from  the  Wateree;  never  was  at  his  house;  he  lives  about  10  or 
12  miles  from  Robert  Craft;  part  of  his  time  lived  near  witness,  about  3  or 
4  weeks;  this  was  about  12  years  ago.  Witness  has  not  kept  his  eye  on 
him  always;  two  or  three  times  a  month;  not  every  month ;  does  not  know 
of  his  going  into  Kershaw  ;  if  he  did  remove  into  Kershaw,  witness  don' 
know  it ;  don't  think  he  has  ever  heard  of  Craft  moving  away ;  if  he  had 
moved,  thinks  he  should  have  heard.  Stephen  Griffin  thinks  he  lives  in 
this  district ;  don't  know  where  he  was  in  August ;  saw  him  at  witness's 
house  last  summer;  it  was  in  July;  he  came  therefor  whiskey;  his  family 
was  about  G  miles  off;  knows  the  woman  he  has  for  a  wife  ;  he  was  mar- 
ried before ;  don't  know  where  his  first  wife  was ;  his  last  wife  witness  saw 
in  July ;  he  saw  her  pass  by  witness's  house  ;  he  took  up  with  her  some 
time  before  July  ;  he  was  here  in  July  ;  don't  think  the  woman  he  has  for 
a  wife  is  a  white  woman  ;  she  is  a  mulatto. 

In  reply. — Can't  say  what  Craft  has  been  doing  lately. 

William  Boalwrighl,  Junior,  as  to  Robert  Craft,  No.  13.— Witness 
knows  Robert  Craft;  he  lives  in  Richland  District;  witness  has  known 
him  about  16  or  17  years,  off  and  on  ;  can't  say  how  long  he  has  been  in 
the  district ;  has  known  him  to  be  in  the  district  since  the  1st  last  July ;  his 
business  was  to  work  about,  where  he  could  get  work  ;  he  worked  on  the 
Rail  Road  ;  his  washing  was  in  this  district ;  can't  say  if  he  was  in  the  dis- 
trict or  not  when  his  washing  was  done  ;  it  was  clone  at  the  house  of  one 
John  Chavers  ;  his  washing  was  done  in  this  district  as  far  liaofc  as  last 
March  or  April. 

No.  53,  Stephen  Griffin. — Has  seen  him  several  times  ;  he  has  never 
known  him  to  exercise  any  other  privilege  than  as  a  white  man  ;  he  was 
always  received  as  a  white  man  ;  has  seen  George  Griffin  ;  as  for  as  he 
has  observed,  he  has  been  received  as  a  free  white  man.

Henry  Strange. — Knows  Robert  Craft. — For  the  last  year  he  has  been 
working  on  the  Rail  Road  above  Columbia  ;  he  does  not  know  if  he  had 
any  home  ;  he  lived  with  witness  in  the  Summer  of  1849  ;  told  witness  he 
had  his  washing  done  at  his  sister's,  about  a  mile  from  witness's,  in  this 
district. 

No.  25.  Thomas  Stiange. — Thomas  Strange  is  witness's  uncle  ;  he  went 
to  Georgia,  witness  thinks,  in  February,  1848;  Heard  him  say  he  should 
come  back ;  he  moved  off  to  Georgia,  did  not  hear  him  say  when  he 
should  return  ;  said  if  he  did  not  like  it  he  would  come  back;  he  left  no 
propei ty;  he  came  back  in  1849. 

No.  53.  Stephen  Griffin:  lives  in  this  district;  his  home  is  in  this  dis- 
trict ;  could  not  say,  certainly,  where  his  home  was  for  the  six  months  -im. 
mediately  before  the  election,  though  he  believed  it  was  in  this  district ; 
always  has  exercised  the  privileges  of  a  white  man  ;  has  seen  him  in  com- 
pany with  white  men  ;  he  has  always  been  treated  as  a  white  man  ;  he  has 
always  voted;  knows  George  Griffin  (No.  54)  he  has  always  passed  as  a 
white  man  as  the  other  Griffin, — always  votes;  has  never  known  any  ex- 
ceptions taken  to  his  vote;  have  known  of  his  supporting  Capt.  Black. 

X  Robert  Craft  married  a  daughter  of  old  John  Wages;  do' nt  know 
where  John  Wages  lives;  Robert  Craft  lives  within  3  or  four  miles  of  his 
father-in-law.  His  wife  is  alive,  living  with  him  ;  she  has  been  living  off 
to  one  side,  not  far  from  her  father,  in  Kershaw  district.  Robert  Craft  and 
his  wife  parted;  can't  say  how  long;  he  lived  with  his  wife  before  they 
parted,  but  can't  say  where  they  lived;  has  a  house  in  Richland;  can't 
say  when  he  took  possession  of  that  house. 

He,  R.  Strange,  went  Wesf ;  thinks  Strange  was  at  home  when  he  was 
in  Georgia. 

Gen.  Hopkins. — Witness  has  known  Richard  Kitterson  for  about  9 
years  ;  says  he  came  to  this  country  when  he  was  7  and  9  years ;  thinks 
he  is  now  between  30  and  35  years  of  age ;  he  says  he  has  never  been 
naturalized. 
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M.  C.  Cahahall. — Knows  a  man  of  the  name  of  Martin  Cahill ;  he  is 
a  post  master  on  the  Rail  Road  ;  he  was  born  in  Ireland  ;  says  he  was 
naturalized  in  New  York  in  the  Marine  Court,  1844  ;  last  November  was 
2  years  since  he  came  into  this  State ;  had  been  in  Carolina  before ;  and 
removed  4  years  before  he  became  a  citizen  ;  he  then  went  back  to  Ire- 
land, remained  there  two  years,  and  then  went  to  New  York,  where  he  was 
naturalized ;  he  told  witness  that  he  bad  voted  at  Gadsden. 

M  .  His  name  is  never  spelt  Cahahill ;  he  is  post  master,  and  witness  is 
his  surety  on  his  bond ;  he  was  naturalized  in  New  York  ;  was  after  his 
first  visit  to  Carolina  ;  he  told  witness  of  bis  last  return  to  Carolina,  being 
in  November,  1848.  Kitterson  told  witness  that  his  father  S3ttled|  in 
Pennsylvania  and  became  there  naturalized  ;  he  supposes  that  he  must 
have  been  quite  young  when  his  father  became  naturalized  ;  said  his  father 
became  a  citizen  as  soon  as  he  could,  after  he  came  to  this  countiy;  has 
known  him  about  9  years;  he  has  been  voting  constantly  since  1841. 

Wm.  S.  Goodwyn,  (recalled.) — As  to  "Win.  M,  Brady,  No.  35 — Can't 
say  he  knows  Wm.  M.  Brady  ;  he  told  witness  that  he  was  entitled  to  vote, 
on  the  ground  that  his  father  owned  land  in  this  district ;  he  voted  at 
Gadsden  ;  witness  challenged  his  vote  ;  can't  recollect  if  he  withdrew 
the  challenge. 

R.  J.  Dunsford. — Knows  Pompey  Webb ;  saw  him  at  Gadsden  at  the 
election,  in  October ;  knows  no  such  man  as  John  Scale ;  can't  say  that 
Pompey  Webb  voted  under  the  name  of  John  Scale ;  has  seen  P.  Webb ; 
can't  say  he  looks  more  like  a  mulatto  than  be  the  witness  does;  don't 
know  whether  he  goes  for  a  white  man  ;  never  saw  him  before  the  day  he 
saw  him  at  Gadsden.

Mary  R.  Hoioell,  as  to  No.  32,  James  Kinder. — Witness  knows  J.  Kin- 
der, is  well  acquainted  with  him  ;  knew  his  father  and  mother;  was  ac- 
quainted with  both.  At  the  time  when  J.  K.  was  born,  witness  lived  2 
squares  off  in  this  town  ;  was  in  the  habit  of  visiting;  J  Kinder  is  about 
21  years;  witness'  daughter  was  Lorn  3d  April,  1829;  J.  Kinder  was 
born  in  the  same  year,  about  the  latter  end  of  August  or  1st  September, 
but  can't  be  particular.  DeKalb  Kinder  was  next  older  than  J.  Kinder; 
he  will  be  24  the  25th  of  this  month,  (December ;)  no  child  between  him 
and  J.  Kinder  ;  he  was  born  in  the  house  next  door  to  Mr.  Shaffer ;  the 
house  was  taken  away  by  the  sheriff  and  sold  ;  J.  K.  was  born  before  the 
house  was  sold. 

X  Knows  of  J.  DeKalb  Kinder  having  enrolled  in  Capt.  DeSaussure's 
Company;  heard  of  his  mother  having  applied  for  his  discharge;  don't 
know  on  what  ground  ;  did  not  know  he  was  under  age ;  knew  he  was  an 
apprentice  ;  paid  Mr.  Kinder  a  visit  in  1829;  there  was  a  month  or  two 
difference  in  the  ages  of  her  daughter  and  J.  Kinder  ;  it  was  only  the  other 
day  she  looked  at  her  Bible  to  see  her  daughter's  age  ;  has  nothing  to  help 
her  recollection,  except  that  he  was  born  after  her  daughter  ;  don't  reniem- 
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ber  when  O'Hanlon  was  a  candidate;  thinks  her  (laughter  was  born  be- 
fore O'Hanlon  was  a  candidate. 

Joel  Marthias  to  No.  55,  William  Coleman — Witness  knows  William 
Coleman;  has  known  him  something  like  18  or  19  years;  so  far  as  he 
knows,  he  has  always  been  regarded  as  a  white  man  ;  has  seen  him  mus- 
ter once  ;  W.  C.  is  50  odd  years  ;  has  seen  him  vote  frequently  ;  has  seen 
him  at  gatherings  of  the  people  ;  he  was  treated  like  the  others  ;  he  saw 
no  difference  ;  he  is  a  respectable  man  ;  he  has  frequently  seen  him  at  the 
houses  of  his  neighbors — white  men  ;  he  was  treated  like  the  others;  cat 
at  their  table;  has  seen  him  eating  with  the  whites  at  election. 

K  His  hair  is  not  as  good  as  he  has  seen  ;  his  hair  is  between  kinkey 
and  curly  ;  he  is  about  the  color  of  Sneed  ;  Sneed  is  called  a  dark  mulatto  ; 
witness  frequently  calls  him  Mr.  Coleman,  and  has  heard  others  call  him 
Mr.  C.  ;  has  seen  him  in  company  with  ladies  ;  dining  when  ladies  were 
waiting  ;  has  seen  him  frequently  at  other  times  on  the  same  terms  with 
others  ;  his  vote  was  challenged  at  Higgins,  on  the  ground  he  supposes  of 
his  color  ;  on  its  being- challenged,  he  just  turned  and  walked  off ;  has  oft- 
en seen  him  vote  at  Higgins  ;  thinks  he  has  seen  him  vote  at  Davis',  but 
wont  be  positive  ;  witness  did  not  interfere  when  his  vote  was  challenged; 
he  was  going  to  vote  on  the  side  opposite  to  Coleman  ;  it  was  on  the  elec- 
tic  D.  between  Van  Buren  and  Harrison. 

In  Reply. — When  Coleman  goes  to  Church,  he  sits  among  the  whites  ; 
Coleman  has  land  and  stock ;  has  known  him  to  hire  white  men  to  work 
for  him  ;  thinks  that  Win.  Oxendine  was  at  the  poll  when  Coleman's  vote 
was  challenged. 

Miss  Eliza  Terrill. — Witness  knows  J.  Kinder,  he  is  witness'  nephew, 
the  son  of  her  sister;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kinder  were  living  on  Plain-street 
when  J.  K.  was  born  ;  witness  was  living  with  them  ;  he,  J.  K.  was  born 
on  the  15th  Sept.  1829.  The  record  of  his  age  was  in  the  Bible;  don't 
know  what  has  become  of  that  Bible;  when  witness'  sister  left  Columbia, 
Mrs.  K  left  the  Bible  with  witness  ;  witness  went  to  live  with  a  lady,  and 
carried  the  Biblewith  her  ;  when  she  was  about  to  leave,  the  Bible  could 
not  be  found,  and  has  never  been  found  since  ;  she  hunted  for  it ;  asked  the 
lady  for  it ;  it  must  have  been  lost  through  her,  witness,  carelessness  ;  can't 
say  out  of  what  place.  From  the  record  in  that  Bible,  is  able  to  state  that 
he  was  21  on  the  15th  Sept.  last;  remembers  when  he  was  born  ;  he  was 
born  in  the  house  on  Plain-street ;  she  lived  about  5  months  in  that  house 
after  the  birth  of  the  child;  the  house  was  sold,  but  don't  recollect  how; 
thinks  he  was  4  or  5  months  old  when  the  house 

H.  Witness  is  the  sister  of  Mrs.  K. ;  she  was  married  22d  June,  1825  ; 
she  had  five  children;  the  eldest  was  Gabriella,  born  23d  October,  1826; 
the  second,  Thomas  De  Kalb,  was  born  25th  December,  1827;  James  was 
the  next;  he  was  born  the  5th  Sept.  1829;  the  next  was  John,  born  the  25th 
Nov.  1831  ;  there  was  another,  but  don't  know  when  he  was  born  ;  thinks 
she  lost  her  Bible  in  1832  or  1833;  it  was  not  many  months  after  she  went 
to  live  with  the  lady,  that  she  lost  the  Bible  ;  thinks  the  loss  was  about  1833 
or  1834  ;  the  name  of  the  lady  was  Mrs.  Dial ;  thinks  her  husband's  first 
name  was  William;  knows  that  Mr.  Kinder  was  friendly  to  Mr.  O'Han- 
lon ;  don't  know  the  cause  of  their  friendship  ;  has  heard  that  James  Kinder 
was  named  after  James  O'Hanlon. 

[James  Kinder  produced,  that  an  opinion  may  be  formed  from  his  appear- 
ance of  his  age  by  the  Committee.]

Doct.  Joel  R.  Adams. — Knows  W.  Colman  ;  he  was  in  witness's  employ- 
ment as  a  shingle  getter  ;  he  had  3  white  laborers  with  him  ;  witness  treated 
him  as  he  did  the  white  men  with  him ;  presumed  he  was  a  white  man,  by 
his  coming  with  white  men  under  him;  saw  him  in  company  with  a  good 
many  white  men  ;  he  was  treated  as  a  white  man  ;  saw  him  vote  at  Sheriff's 
election  in  1848,  without  being  challenged,  though  there  was  one  there  to 
challenge  votes  ;  knows  Nicholas  Medlin;  came  to  witness's  house  on  the 
day  of  the  election,  with  W.  Colman  ;  Colman  brought  up  N.  Medlin  and 
others  to  vote  ;  Colman  was  in  charge  of  the  party  ;  Colman  told  witness 
that  he  and  his  party  were  there,  ready  to  vote;  further,  witness  would  go 
up  with  them.  This  gentleman  gave  in  his  name  as  N.  Medlin.  Witness 
has  asked  Colman  to  drink  with  him  and  others. 

><!.  Wrn.  Colman  got  out  60,000  shingles,  and  50,000  before  ;  did  make 
a  contract  with  him  in  the  summer,  long  before  the  election-,  and  this  time 
after  the  election.  The  first  time  he  came  down  he  had  Nicholas  Medlin, 
James  Upton,  David  Upton;  the  second  time,  J.  Wright,  and  Wilson,  his 
son-in-law ;  he  is  a  dark  skin  ;  has  not  the  features  of  a  negro  ;  thinks  his 
hair  is  straight ;  thinks  he  said  he  served  until  he  was  45  years  old,  and 
•when  he  left  he  was  a  member  of  Capt.  Black's  Company. 

Ra?iso?>i  Long. — Knows  William  Colman  ;  has  seen  him  ;  when  he  sees 
W.  C.  in  company,  he  seems  to  be  treated  like  the  others ;  when  at  church 
he  sits  among  the  whites;  has  never  seen  him  seated  among  the  colored 
people ;  has  only  been  in  this  district  G  years.  Knows  Nicholas  Mi  dlin. 
Witness  and  Joel  Medlin  went  to  W.  Colman's  house  to  get  some  shoats. 
J.  M.  treated  Colman  as  an  equal — they  sat  down  together  in  the  house — 
at  the  same  table  ;  Colman's  wife  also. 

M  Saw  Colman  sitting  among  the  whites  at  Evan's  church  ;  don't  know 
of  any  free  mulattocs  in  that  neighborhood — has  seen  other  dark. 

Nathan  Daniels. — Witness  has  seen  Wm.  Colman  ;  witness  is  going  on 
34  years  of  age ;  witness  has  seen  Colman  muster  under  Capt.  Ward  ; 
Capt.  Black  became  Capt.  afterwards,  and  then  it  was  talked  of  strong  to 
vote  him  out  of  the  company.  Whether  they  did  or  not  witness  can't  say, 
as  he  left  the  company. 

M  He  looks  upon  William  Colman  as  not  a  white  man  ;  his  hair  is 
curly,  not  kinkey ;  his  complexion  is  yellow  ;  has  seen  mulattoes  lighter 
than  him. 

L.  Woodward — recalled  as  to  No.  66,  Robert  Taylor. — Witness  knows 
R.  T. ;  he  went  to  Florida  and  Georgia  with  Wm.  Scott.  Scott  was  a 
planter  moving  with  his  force  to  Florida;  Taylor  was  employed  by  Scott 
to  take  charge  of  his  negroes;  thinks  he  came  back  in  1848  ;  the  latter 
part — some  time  in  the  fall. 

><!  Mr.  Scott  went  away  to  move  ;  Mr.  Scott,  he  thinks  went  away  like 
a  man  going  to  settle ;  Taylor  went  off  like  a  man  going  to  seek  his  fortune. 

/.  M  Coker,  as  to  No.  13,  Robert  Craft. — Witness  knows  R.  C. ;  he 
has  lived  in  Richland  District  since  witness  has  known  him,  which  is  since 
1838  ;  R.  C.  hires  about;  works  on  farms  ;  don't  know  where  he  worked 
this  year;  has  seen  him  working  at  Wm.  Boatwright's,  junr.,  in  this  dis- 
trict ;  never  has  known  of  his  having  a  home  out  of  the  district. 
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As  to  No.  53,  Stephen  Griffin. — Witness  knows  S.  G.  when  he  sees  him  ; 
can't  say  what  his  habit  of  business  is  ;  supposes  he  works  out ;  he  has  been 
absent  off — can't  say  where. 

No.  54,  George  Griffin  : — witness  knows  him  ;  he  believes  he  has  been 
allowed  the  privileges  of  a  white  man  ;  thinks  he  has  always  voted  at  tho 
Garner's  Mill  Box  ;  don't  think  he  ever  missed  him  from  there — has  seen 
him  in  company  with  white  men,  he  was  treated  as  a  white  man ;  has 
never  seen  bim  treated  as  a  free  negro. 

W.  A.  Thompson.  Witness,  Robert  Craft  or  Robert  Burkett,  his  resi- 
dence is  this  district;  has  never  had  a  residence  out  of  this  district,  to  wit- 
ness's knowledge ;  he  has  been  hiring  out  from  place  to  place,  for  the  six 
months  before  the  election  ;  can't  say  where,  but  not  out  of  the  district  he 
thinks. 

y\  Knows  Stephen  Griffin  ;  he  don't  stay  long  at  any  one  place  ;  when 
witness  first  knew  him,  he  lived  on  the  marshes  in  this  district  ;  never  saw 
him  vote  before  the  last  election  ;  he  has  the  privileges  of  a  white  man  ;  in 
company  with  white  men,  he  is  treated  as  a  white  man.  Knows  George 
Griffin;  he  has  always  been  treated  as  a  white  man  at  gatherings :  has 
known  him  to  vote  at  elections,  and  never  knew  his  vote  to  be  questioned. 
Knows  Thomas  Grooms ;  he  has  always  had  the  privilege  of  a  white 
man;  has  known  him  to  vote;  witness  once  prevented  him  from  voting, 
but  not  on  account  of  color ;  with  white  men,  he  is  always  treated  as  an 
equal  at  gatherings. 

Knows  D.  Frost ;  has  often  seen  him  in  company  ;  treated  like  any  other 
white  man  ;  respectable  character.  Knows  a  man  they  call  John  Seal  ; 
his  right  name  is  John  Webb  ;  he  has  a  nick  name,  it  is  Pompey  ;  believes 
he  gave  himself  the  name  of  John  Seal  ;  he  has  gone  by  that  name  for 
some  time;  he  has  not  seen  him  out  in  company  much;  he  is  a  young 
man  ;  should  take  him  to  be  about  twenty-one  ;  don't  live  far  from  witness  j 
knows  Isaac  Sneed ;  witness  thinks  John  Webb  is  something  lighter  than 
Sneed. 

><} .  Knows  the  Griffins,  Grooms,  Frost,  Craft  and  Webb  well;  believes 
•Craft  has  a  wife  at  this  time  ;  she  was  a  Wages  ;  for  a  year  or  so  back, 
they  were  living  with  witness,  then  they  moved  off  some  where  in  the  sand- 
hills ;  he  lived  a  while  with  Henry  Strain  ;  being  hired  by  the  year  in  1849, 
or  1848;  after  that  he  hired  all  about,  he  had  no  home  ;  he  had  no  home 
in  the  district;  had  his  clothes  washed  at  his  sister's  in  this  District;  be- 
lieves she  married  a  Shavers,  on  the  Marsh  in  Richland  District ;  Shavers 
is  not  a  white  man  ;  Shaver's  wife's  name  is  Betsey  ;  she  is  not  a  white  wo- 
man ;  his  mother  was  called  white  ;  George  Griffin  has  children  ;  they  pay 
head  tax  ;  George  Groom  has  children  ;  they  pay  head  tax  ;  thinks  John 
Seal's  name  is  John  Webb  ;  his  mother's  name  is  Webb;  her  given  name 
Peggy  W.  _  _ 

In  reply. — When  witness  saw  R.  Craft  in  company,  he  was  treated  as  a 
white  man  :  he  has  a  good  skin,  his  eye  is  black,  and  his  hair  straight ;  has 
never  heard  of  his  being  treated  otherwise  than  as  a  white  man  ;  the  grand- 
mother of  John  Webb  is  perfectly  white — the  mother  of  his  mother;  John 
Webb's  mother  is  rather  dark  skinned  ;  John  W.  is  rather  lighter. 

John  McLauchlin. — Witness  knows  George  Griffin  ;  he  has  always  been 
ranked  as  a  white  man  ;  has  known  him  to  vote ;  never  known  his  vote 
questioned;  when  he  has  seen  him  in  company  with  white  men,  he  has  been 
treated  as  an  equal. 

As  to  Thomas  Grooms,  No.  56. — Knows  him  when  he  sees  him. 
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No.  58.  Knows  D.  Frost  only  when  he  sees  him ;  knows  John  Peal,  No. 
03  ;  he  is  called  Pompey  Webb ;  thinks  this  is  a  nick  name  ;  saw  him  first 
in  the  election  of  '48,  at  Gadsden  ;  his  vote  was  not  questioned  ;  don't 
know  his  age,  but  thinks  at  the  election  previous  to  '48  he  was  not  old 
enough;  knows  Isaac  Sneed  ;  he  is  the  darker  man  ;  knows  the  grandmo- 
ther and  mother  of  P.  Webb  ;  his  grand  mother  was  white  ;  never  heard 
of  his  mother  paying  a  head  tax  ;  his  reputed  father  was  a  white  man. 

\A  Knows  Peggy  Webb  ;  she  is  the  issue  of  a  white  woman  and  a  black 
man  ;  the  repotted  father  of  Peggy  Webb  was  an  old  black  man  of  the 
name  of  John  Webb. 

In  Reply. — Don't  know  that  he,  the  father  of  Peggy  Webb,  was  a  full 
blooded  negro  ;  he  was  tolerable  dark. 

Mr.  William  J Joy  tier,  as  to  Joseph  Carter. — Witness  knows  him  ;  has 
means  of  knowing  his  age  ;  he  first  knew  him  to  do  militia  duty  4  years 
ago  under  Capt.  Brady:  Capt.  Brady  compelled  him  to  do  duty  that  year. 

No.  27. — Knows  Henry  Miller;  has  known  him  ever  since  he  was  a 
child  :  he  is  now  at  home  ;  he  is  working  for  himself;  he  worked  for  Jor- 
dan Gay  in  1849, 

No.  58. — Daniel  Frost. — Witness  knows  him  ;  he  has  always  seen  him 
partaking  as  a  free  man  ;  has  seen  him  vote ;  has  known  him  to  do  militia 
duty.  With  white  men  he  was  treated  as  an  equal  so  far  as  witness  knows; 
has  seen  him  eating  at  the  same  table  with  white  men  and  treated  as  an 
equal. 

Robert  Cline,  No.  59.  Knows  him  ;  he  passes  as  a  white  man  ;  has  seen 
him  eatand  drink  with  white  men  ;  has  known  him  to  vote;  thinks  he  hes 
voted  ever  since  he  came  of  age  ;  has  known  him  to  do  militia  duty. 

M  Robert  Cline's  mother  was  Disney  Harris,  the  daughter  of  Betsy 
Harris. 

Jordan  Gay  as  to  Henry  Miller,  No.  27. — Witness  knows  Henry  Mil- 
ler ;  hired  him  as  a  laborer  in  1848  and  '49  ;  paid  him  his  wages  for  both 
years. 

No.  6G. — Robert  Taylor. — Witness  knows  him  ;  thinks  he  moved  off 
with  Mr.  Scott  to  Florida  in  the  first  of  the  year  '47  ;  thinks  he  came  back 
to  this  district  in  '48 ;  he  has  been  in  this  district  ever  since. 

Col.  Moyc,  as  to  Kobert  Taylor. — Witness  returned  here  from  Mexico 
4th  January,  1848.  Mr.  Scott  came  out  here  with  Robt.  Taylor  some 
short  time  after  January  or  February.  Scott  remained  a  short  time  and 
returned  ;  Taylor  remained  in  the  district  from  that  time ;  don't  think  he 
ever  went  back  into  Georgia  ;  thinks  Taylor  became  a  member  of  the  troop 
of  cavalry. 

M  Has  known  R.  T.  all  his  life ;  his  business  is  that  of  an  overseer. 
Taylor  is  now  living  on  Mr.  Woodward's  plantation  in  this  district. 

James  Gray,  as  to  No.  71,  William  B.  Gray. — Witness  says  he  is  his 
son;  he  voted  at  Gadsden  at  the  late  election  ;  he  is  21  years  of  age  ;  he  was 
21  on  26th  April  last. 


December  10,  1850. 

Robert  Brady. — Admitted  that  Henry  Miller  is  a  good  voter,  by  Messrs. 
Black  and  Petigru. 

Knows  Win.  M.  Brady,  who  voted  at  Gadsden  at  the  late  election  ;  he 
is  ia  possession  of  land  in   this  district,  between  50  and   75  acres ;  he 
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has  been  in  possession  between  5  and  6  years  ;  he  was  placed  in  possession 
of  the  land  by  his  father,  some  5  or  6  years  ago. 

Col.  John  'English,  as  to  No  48,  Jonathan  Johnson. — Witness  was  in 
the  year  1842,  he  thinks,  on  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Poor  for 
Richland  district;   he  made  application  to  the  Board  for  relief  for  his  wife. 

As  to  No.  54,  George  Griffin. — Witness  knows  him,  he  is  not  a  full 
white  man,  but  believes  he  has  always  been  entitled  lo  the  privileges  of  a 
white  man  ;  has  seen  him  vote.  The  question  of  his  right  to  vote  was  ne- 
ver made  at  the  poll,  but  he  has  heard  complaints  afterwards  ;  he  voted  for 
witness  twice  ;  has  strived  to  get  his  vote  ;  has  seen  both  the  Van  Buren 
and  Harrison  party  struggling  for  his  vote  ;  has  seen  him  at|gatherings  of 
the  people,  he  was  treated  like  the  crowd,  saw  no  difference. 

H.  Has  seen  him  more  frequently  when  votes  were  in  demand,  and  the 
canvass  very  keen  ;  don't  remember  to  have  seen  him  do  militia  duty;  he 
is  a  man  of  doubtful  caste  ;  he  is  generally  George  or  Griffin  ;  don't  recol- 
lect to  have  heard  him  called  Mr.  Griffin  in  witness'  life. 

In  Reply — Knows  Isaac  Sneed  ;  he,  Griffin,  is  a  lighter  man  than 
Sneed. 

|*j  Again. — He  has  seen  Sneed  ;  his  appearance  is  that  of.  an  Indian; 
understood  that  he  had  no  African  blood  ;  no  indication  of  African  blood 
in  Griffin,  except  in  the  color  ;  his  appearance  is  that  of  a  mix  of  Eu- 
ropean and  African. 

As  to  Henry  Magraff — Offered  a  certificate  of  naturalization,  dated  4th 
Nov.  1830,  by  the  Court  in  New  York. 

FOR  Mr.  ADAMS. 

They  now  propose  to  go  into  evidence  oj  the  bad  voles  given  in  Columbia. 

As  to  No.  2  on  list,  Thomas  Sharp,  admitted  by  Mr.  Black  to  be  a  bad 
vote;   William  Edlred,  ditto. 

3Iathew  Crafts,  said  to  have  voted  in  Columbia,  no  proof  yet. 

John  Burdell. — Knows  Mathew  Craft ;  he  has  known  him  ever  since  he 
was  a  boy  ;  thinks  he  resided  the  6  months  preceding  the  election  in  Ches- 
terfield ;  Mather  Craft  told  him,  about  a  week  before  the  election,  that  he 
lived  in  Chester  or  Chesterfield  ;  he  admitted  that  he  was  a  non-resident. 

y/i  .  His  father  lives  in  Richland  District;  he  is  20  or  21,  may  be;  he 
lived  at  his  father-in-Law's  ;  he  is  a  married  man ;  he  moved  from  here 
about  a  year  ago  ;  he  married  Seigler's  daughter  ;  Seigler  is  a  resident  of 
Chester  or  Chesterfield  ;  don't  know  whether  he  was  of  age  or  not ;  told 
witness  that  he  was  going  with  his  father-in-law  to  live  with  him  ;  saw  him 
himself  every  week,  has  seen  him  since  the  election  ;  there  are  several 
of  that  name  in  this  District ;  knows  of  no  other  Mathew  Craft. 

Jackson  Starling. — Witness  knows  a  man  of  the  name  of  Mathew  Craft; 
has  known  him  since  he  was  a  boy;  has  removed  up  to  Chester,  saw  him 
about  2  weeks  before  the  election  ;  told  him  that  his  family  was  in  Chester, 
and  that  he  was  going  to  see  his  mother  in  Richland. 

James  M  Coker. — Knows  one  Mathew  Craft ;  has  known  him  7  or  8 
years  ;  he  lived  at  Buffalo,  in  this  district ;  M.  Craft  afterwards  married 
Seigler's  daughter  and  removed  to  Chester  ;  saw  him  in  Columbia  a  few 
days  before  the  election  :  knows  of  no  other  Mathew  Craft. 

Thomas  McPherson,  voted  in  Columbia,  and  admitted  to  be  a  pauper 
by  Mr.  Blaek. 
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At  Ford's  Mill.— Robert  Farm.'— Knows  Thomas  Holloway ;  lie  became 
a  resident  of  Richland  District;  before  then,  and  to  the  11th  July,  he 
lived  15  miles  the  other  side  of  Camden  ;  told  witness  so  before  the  elec- 
tion ;  before  this,  he  told  witness  he  lived  in  Kershaw ;  this  was  before  the 
election. 

^  .  He  and  his  wife  went  to  Kershaw  about  2  years  ago  ;  told  witness 
he  was  goiDg  to  remove  from  Columbia ;  told  witness  that  he  had  been  back 
about  2  months  ;  never  saw  a  real  ripe  peach  in  July  ;  Tompkins  told  him 
that  he  saw  Halloway  in  July. 

R.  B.  Boylston.  Witness  knows  David  Elkin;  became  acquainted 
with  him  in  Winnsborough,  last  October  a  year;  his  residence  then  was 
made  in  Winnsboro ;  knows  that  he  resided  in  Winnsborough  until  24th 
July,  1850.  Knows  he  changed  his  domicil  24th  July,  1850  ;  Elkin  told 
witness  he  had  left  Winnsborougb,  and  come  to  live  in  Columbia  ;  has 
heard  Elkin  say  that  he  owned  no  propeity. 

M  He  took  the  market  for  the  year,  meaning  the  summer  months  ;  be- 
fore that,  he  had  been  Gamble's  head  man  and  book-keeper.     Also, 

//.  D.  Averelt. — In  the  Davis  Poll.  It  is  admitted  he  resides  in  Fair- 
field district — and  James  A.  Weathersby  resides  in  Fairfield  district — if 
no  property  qualification  in  this  district — then  it  is  admitted  they  are  not 
good  voters.  Nathaniel  Tucker — admitted  he  resides  in  Fairfield,  and 
that  if  he  did  not  vote  on  a  propeity  qualification  his  vote  is  bad.  Also, 

ThomasW.  Radcliffe,  as  to  David  Elkin.  Witness  knows  David  El- 
kin ;  he  resides  now  in  Columbia  ;  has  resided  here  about  3  or  4  months  ; 
told  witness  he  resided  in  Fairfield  district ;  three  years  ago,  he  resided  in 
this  district ;  heard  him  say  he  intended  to  vote.  It  is  admitted  that  he 
voted  in  the  Columbia  poll. 

k<!  Told  witness  that  he  intended  to  vote  ;  witness  told  him  he  thought 
if  he  voted,  he  would  perjure  himself;  he  took  the  insult  quietly  ;  this  was 
at  night;  there  was  a  witness  present,  Mr.  Hill ;  witness  had  taken  a  drink 
or  two. 

J.  Barnett.  as  to  J.  H.  Smith — Columbia  Box.  Witness  knows  him, 
he  resided  in  this  district ;  on  the  Saturday  before  the  election,  he  told  wit- 
ness that  he  was  not  entitled  to  vote,  that  he  had  not  been  in  the  State  lono- 
enough  ;  knows  he  voted  ;   challenged  his  vote. 

M  Had  seen  him  casually  ;  cannot  say  how  long  he  has  been  in  this 
State,  knows  he  is  from  North  Carolina.  The  inquiries  made  by  witness 
since,  satisfies  witness  that  Smith  told  the  truth  when  he  said  he  had  net 
been  here  Jong  enough  to  vote.  Says  he  offered  clothes  to  other  persons, 
but  not  to  Cline. 

F.  A.  Tradewell,  recalled  as  to  Green  Massey.  Witness  knows  Barbi- 
ra  Massey,  that  is,  there  is  a  pauper  on  the  poor  list  by  that  name  ;  dun't 
know  whether  she  is  married  or  not ;  witness  does  not  pay  her  ;  but  he 
pays  to  anolher  pauper  who  is  authorized  to  receive  it  by  the  board  ;  it  is 
Mr.  John  Leiber ;   Don't  know  that  he  ever  saw  her. 

Philip  Elkins — 

Witness  knows  Green  Massey  ;  always  resides  in  this  district ;  he  lives 
with  a  woman  who  passes  for  his  wife,  of  the  name  of  Barbara  ;  knows  no 
other  person  in  the  district  of  the  name  of  Barbara  ;  should  call  G.  M.  a 
poor  man;  he  is  fat  and  fleshy;  don't  know  if  he  is  feeble;  he  is  a  shoemaker. 

Nathan  McFee,  as  to  J.  Gainer. — Witness  has  seen  him ;  he  votes  at 
Ford's  ;  don't  know  where  he  resides  ;  had  a  conversation  with  him  abc  ut 
the  election ;  said  if  he  was  entitled  to  a  vote,  he  would  vote  for  Gen.  A. 
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Witness  knows  Green  Massey  ;  he  voted  at  Ford's  Mill ;  saw  a  man  who 
went  by  the  name  of  Thomas  Holloway;  he  voted  at  Ford's.  Jesse  Curlee, 
John  Curlee — witness  knows  them,  and  they  voted  at  Ford's  Mill. 

Admitted  that  West  I  y  Goens  is  a  bad  vote. 

Saw  C.  D.  Cline  and  F.  D.  Winebergh  ;  they  voted  at  Ford's  Mill  ;  as 
to  Cline,  he  is  a  German  ;  knows  the  other  Winebergh  is  a  foreigner  ; 
knows  Sampson  Gough;  he  generally  lives  with  Holly  Gough  ;  has  been 
at  the  house,  but  can't  say  whether  the  house  is  on  this  or  the  other  side  of 
Kershaw  line  ;  he  voted  at  Ford's  ,  his  appearance  is  youthful ;  he  looks  to 
be  about  20  or  21  years  of  age. 

Knows  one  Willey  Weeks;  can't  say  he  is  a  white  man  ;  he  has  all  the 
features  of  a  negro  ;  thick  Jips,  bushy  head,  and  dark  skin. 

As  to  Jacob  Gillespie,  has  seen  him  at  Ford's  Mill ;  he  voted  there. 

[Admitted  that  Dennis  Freeman  is  a  bad  voter.] 

Witness  knows  Francis  Rollinson  ;  admitted  that  he  is  a  non-resident 
and  voted  at  Ford's  Mill,  unless  he  has  a  property  qualification. 

Witness  did  know  a  man  of  the  name  of  R.  Carroll ;  R.  Carroll  told 
witness  that  he  had  come  from  Georgia ;  that  he  had  been  livinq-  in  Geor- 
gia ;  this  was  on  4th  July,  1850,  at  Bookter's  ;  how  long  he  had  been  in 
this  district  before  witness  saw  him,  can't  say;  he  was  raised  in  Newberry; 
removed  to  Georgia,  and  was  on  his  way  back  to  Newberry  to  see  about 
some  property. 

[James  Connor  is  admitted  to  be  a  bad  voter;  he  voted  at  Ford's  Mill] 

Witness  has  seen  one  Luncknear  ;  saw  him  on  the  day  of  election  at 
Ford's  poll  ;  did  not  speak  the  English  language  fluently  ;  was  a  little 
husky;  witness  has  seen  Michael  Welch  in  Columbia  ;  saw  him  at  Ford's 
on  the  first  day;  should  take  him  to  be  a  foreigner  ;  thinks  an  Irishman. 

M.  This  conversation  with  J  Garner  was  a  week  or  two  before  the  elec- 
tion ;  he  saw  he  was  not  entitled  ;  has  known  Willey  Weeks  about  8  years  ; 
he  is  about  30  years  of  age  ;  he  musters  ;  he  is  a  roving  man,  to  witness's 
knowledge  ;  has  known  him  to  vole  before ;  he  voted  in  1848  at  Gadsden. 

John,  Glaze. — Witness  knows  one  R.  Carroll ;  knows  only  one  ;  he  came 
here  last  February,  from  Augusta,  Georgia  ;  believes  he  was  born  in  this 
State;  he  had  been  living  in  Florida;  then  in  Savannah;  lived  there  2 
years  ;  then  went  to  Charleston  ;  and  from  thence  to  Augusta ;  he  was  tra- 
velling with  the  circus  when  he  came  here  ;  said  Florida  was  his  home  ; 
said  he  owned  land  in  Florida,  until  a  few  days  before  the  election,  then  he 
said  he  had  sold  it,  and  made  Richland  his  home. 

M  He  is  in  Columbia ;  has  been  here  ever  since  ;  heard  him  say  there 
was  something  coming  to  him  in  Newberry  ;  he  staid,  so  far,  because  he 
could  not  get  away;  he  was  frequently  in  the  guard  house. 

Benjamin  Lockller. — Witness  knows  William  Ellis ;  is  witness'  ne- 
phew ;  he  is  now  living  at  Mr.  Copeland's,  Crane  Creek.  W.  Ellis  came 
to  Richland  1st  August  last,  from  Sumter.  Don't  know  how  long  he  lived 
in  Sumter ;  left  Richland  when  a  small  boy,  and  went  to  live  in  Sumter; 
don't  think  he  was  ever  here  before  August  last. 

M  His  father  is  dead  ;  he  left  a  widow ;  she  lived  about  until  she  went 
to  Sumter  ;  can't  say  when.  W.  Ellis  is  about  23  or  24  years  of  age  ;  his 
mother  has  be°n  living  in  Sumter  some  years  ;  she  has  a  house  where  she 
is  living  ;  is  not  married  again  to  witness'  knowledge. 

Jackson  Smith. — Witness  has  seen  William  Ellis ;  saw  him  when  he 
was  very  small ;  lost  sight  of  him  for  15  years  ;   he  remained  in  Sumter  ; 
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saw  hiin  afterwards  in  August  last ;  did  not  see  him  again  uutil  tne  day  of 
election  ;  be  has  no  land  in  Richland  as  witness  knows  of. 

Admitted  that  James  Craft  is  a  bad  voter  ;  he  voted  at  Ford's  mill. 

F.  A.  Tradewdl  proves  that  James  Nipper  is  on  the  pauper  list  of  Rich- 
land District.  J.  W.  Nipper  is  the  name  of  the  voter;  thinks  there  are  3 
or  4  in  family  ;  knows  of  two  sons  ;  perhaps  all  are  sons  ;  her  eldest  son  is 
about  15  or  16.  Knows  the  family  of  Nippers  who  resided  near  the  camp 
ground  ;  no  one  of  it  of  the  name  of  J.  W.  Nipper  ;  thinks  this  family  has 
gone  to  Georgia  ;  this  family  had  property  ;  don't  know  the  given  name  of 
the  oldest  son  of  this  family  receiving  bounty. 

James  Guignard's,  Clerk  of  the  Court,  certificate  produced,  dated  8th 
November,  1850.  by  which  it  appears  that  Michael  Walsh  gave  notice  of 
intention  22nd  December,  1S49. 

Cornelius  Lineham  gave  notice  9th  October,  1850. 

The  names  of  0.  D.'dine  nor  F.  D.  Wineburg,  isjiot  on  the  list. 


December  11,  1850. 

John  Weaver,  as  to  Green  Massey. — Witness  knows  Green  Massey  ; 
his  wife  is  on  the  pauper  list.     Admitted  to  be  a  bad  vote. 

Cnarles  Nuefer,  as  to  George  Hall. — Witness  knows  George  Hall ;  he 
says  he  was  born  in  London;  don't  know  when  he  came  to  this  country, 
25  or  30  years  ago ;  says  he  was  3  years  old  when  he  came  to  this  coun- 
try ;  his  father  was  an  Englishman,  and  died  when  witness  came  here; 
don't  know  that  he  ever  was  naturalized.  George  Hall  lived  in  this  dis- 
trict and  Camden  ever  since  witness  has  known  him  ;  Hall  voted  in  Co- 
lumbia. [The  certificate  of  Mr.  Guinard  shows  that  he  was  never  natural- 
ized here,  but  that  his  father,  William  H.  was  naturalized  &pril,  1823.] 

H  George  Hall  was  a  cornet  in  the  Light  Dragoons  ;  don't  know  if  he 
qualified  ;  he  served  in  the  office. 

C.  Cline  is  a  foreigner  ;  he  is  from  Germany  ;  voted  at  Ford's  Mill. — 
Winebergh  voted  at  Ford's  ;  he  is  a  foreigner,  a  German.-— Witness  was 
intimate  with  Cline;  never  saw  his  certificate  of  citizenship;  never  saw 
Winebergh's  :  Winebergh  had  been  living  here  about  6  years;  Cline  has 
been  here  about  10  or  12  years. 

X  Cline  is  about  40  or  45  years  of  age  ;  knows  nothing  authorizing 
him  to  say  he  was  not  naturalized ;  he  may  as  far  as  witness  knows  been 
naturalized  elsewhere. 

Wineberg  was  about  40  when  he  died  ;  don't  know  where  he  came  from 
last ;  has  never  had  a  conversation  with  him  about  this  election  ;  in  184S, 
he,  witness,  tried  to  prevent  him  from  voting;  Winebegh  then  said  he 
was  a  citizen,  and  would  swear  to  it:  knows  he  voted  in  1843. 

In  Reply. — He  told  wituess  he  voted  in  1848  and  1S46.  Before  and 
after  the  election,  when  he  wis  cool,  he  said  he  was  a  citizen  ;  advised 
sheriff  to  take  up  these  men.  Cline  and  Wineberger ;  has  asked  Wineber- 
ger  for  his  papers,  he  said  they  were  in  St.  Augustine.  Asked  Cline  for 
his  papers,  told  him  he  had  none  ;  he  said  he  had,  but  he  never  saw  them. 
They  said  they  would  vote,  and  were  ready  to  swear. 

As  to  C.  Lineham— Voted  at  Ford's  Mill  ;  admitted  an  illegal  voter. 
As  to  Michael  Walsh— Voted  at  Ford's  ;  witness  knows  him  ;  he  is  an 
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Irishman  ;  has  known  him  4  or  5  years  ;  he  lives  here  ;  for  the  lust  4  or  5 
years  he  has  been  working-  at  Cedar  Bridge. 

H   He  is  40  or  45  years  old. 

Jesse  G.  Lykes,  as  to  Laborn  Chappell,  voted  at  Davis'  Box. — Witness 
was  one  of  the  managers  of  election  at  Davis'  Box  :  Laborn  Chappell 
voted  there;  he  was  teaching  school  in  Lexington  District:  he  went  over 
some  time  in  January  last;  L.  C.  owns  do  land  in  this  i  dstricfc. 

M.  He  is  about  27  or  28  ;  he  was  born  and  raised  in  Richland;  he 
claimed  his  father's  house  as  his  home;  had  never  lived  out  of  the  district 
until  last  January  ;  witness  knew  of  his  going  over  to  Lexington  about 
tin;  time  he  went;  he  went  over  to  take  charge  of  the  school ;  is  unable  to 
say  for  how  long  he  was  employed  ;  has  never  heard  of  a  schoolmaster 
being  employed  tor  more  than  a  year  ;  he  is  now  at  his  father's  in  Richland, 
or  was  a  few  days  ago  ;  he  claimed  that  as  his  home  ;  he  has  no  other 
home  except  in  Lexington  ;  witness  first  refused  his  vote,  but  afterwards 
they  took  it,  on  the  ground  that   he  said  his  father's  house  was  his  home. 

In  reply. — He  withdrew  immediately  as  his  vote  was  rejected ;  his  vote 
was  reeeived  on  his  second  appearance  ;  he  was  not  sworn. 

Lawrence  Isbel,  as  to  Henry  Cook,  voted  at  Davis'. — Witness  knows 
Henry  Cook;  he  resides  in  Fairfield  District;  has  known  him  1  or  5 
months  ;  he  resided  in  Fairfield  District  at  the  time  of  the  election. 

r^  .  Thinks  William  Cook  is  his  father,  and  lives  in  Richland  ;  he,  H. 
Cook,  looks  like  a  man  who  he  ;  he  never  knew  him  until  he  came 

t '  live  in  Fairfield  ;  he  is  now  there  hired  as  a  ploughman,  to  one  Duke  ; 
such  persons  are  commonly  hired  by  the  year  or  by  the  month  ;  he  came 
there  the  latter  part  of  July ;  ploughmen  are  usually  paid  by  the  month  ; 
never  heard  of  a  ploughman  being  hired  from  year  to  year ;  don't 
know  whether  he  intended  to  make  it  his  home  for  one  year;  don't  know 
where  he  came  from;  thinks  he  came  from  Richland  District:  witness  lives 
in  Fairfield  ;  he  is  here  as  a  witness  ;  don't  know  whether  Cook  does  or 
does  not  intend  to  return  to  Richland  ;  don't  know  whether  he  intends  to 
make  that  his  home. 

In  reply — Don't  know  anything  about  H.  C.'s  intentions  for  the  future, 
as  to  where  he  will  go,  &c. 

J.  D.  Isbel — Witness  knows  H.  Cook;  he  has  been  residing  there  since 
about  the  1st  July  ;  was  residing  there  at  the  time  of  the  late  election  in 
Richland. 

M  Has  seen  II.  Cook  about  a  year;  did  not  know  him  until  he  came 
over  to  Fairfield;  saw  him  about  at  barbecues;  saw  him  at  Rice  Creek 
Springs  ;  has  seen  him  out  of  Richland  District ;  knows  where  his  father 
lived  ;  he  lived  at  Rice  Springs  ;  he  had  another  home  besides  his  father's, 
to-wit:  at  Duke's,  in  Fairfield. 

Tlcos.  J.  Williams,  as  to  Jacob  Gillespie's  vote,  Ford's  mill,  non-resi- 
dents. 

Witness  knows  J.  G-.  At  the  time  of  the  election  J.  G.  staid  at  wit- 
ness' house  in  Columbia;  he  came  there  ISth  June;  he  came  from  Mrs. 
Duran,  in  Columbia;  don't  know  where  he  came  from  ;  when  he  came  to 
Columbia,  heard  him  say  he  came  from  some  of  the  Northern  States,  and 
had  been  to  sea  ;  witness  asked  him  before  the  election  if  he  was  going  to 
vote  ;  he  said  no  ;  because  he  was  not  entitled  ;  he  told  witness  that  he  was 
born  at  the  north,  perhaps  New  York  ;  owned  no  land. 

\A  He  is  a  very  talkative  man  at  times  ;  has  told  witness  that  he  was  on 
water  the  principal  part  of  his  life. 
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John  McDaniel. — Knows  Sampson  Gough,  at  Ford's  mill ;  lie  lives  with 
old  Mr.  Gough.  The  understanding  among  the  people  in  the  district  is 
that  Holly  Gough's  house  is  in  Kershaw  District ;  H.  Gough  votes  in  Rich- 
land District;  he  says  he  owns  land  in  Richland  District;  his  son  did  duty 
in  Kershaw  District ;  has  never  seen  him  do  militia  duty  in  Richland. 

As  to  Isaac  Freeman. — Voted  at  Ford's  ;  witness  knows  him  ;  he  lives 
with  his  brother,  who,  according  to  some  persons'  understanding,  lives  in 
Kershaw  District;  his  brother,  John  Freeman,  lives  in  Kershaw.  Levi 
and  Isaac  Freeman  live  together  this  year. 

X  Witness  lives  near  the  line  in  Richland  District;  don't  know  if  the 
District  line  is  a  straight  line. 

John  Burdell  recalled. — Knows  where  Holly  Gough  lives  ;  the  under- 
standing is  that  his  house  is  in  Kershaw ;  Knows  S.  Gough  ;  he  lives  about  j 
when  not  in  business  he  makes  H.  Gough's  house  his  home;  has  seen  him 
muster  in  Kershaw  District ;  knows  Isaac  Freeman  ;  thinks  he  lives  at  his 
brother's,  Levi  Freeman  ;  his  house  is  understood  to  be  in  Kershaw  Dis- 
trict ;  knows  J.  Douglass  ;  voted  at  Garner's  mill ;  saw  him  first  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Wragg's  mill,  in  a  bush  camp,  with  his  woman  and  chil- 
dren ;  he  said  he  had  come  from  Columbia  ;  Mr.  W.  Rose  had  promised  to 
carry  him  further;  was  never  recognized  as  a  citizen  of  Richland  District ; 
has  been  and  is  now  a  marshall ;  never  met  him  in  Columbia  or  any  where 
else  ;  he  is  a  very  dark  looking  man  ;  should  say  he  was  not  a  clear  blood- 
ed man  ;  never  knew  him  before  as  a  voter  in  Richland  District. 

As  to  John  Wages. — Voted  at  Garner's  Mill;  witness  knows  a  John 
Wages;  the  father  of  John  and  Edmund  Wages;  thinks  he  resides  in 
Kershaw  district :  it  is  so  understood  in  the  neighborhood;  he  lives  on 
Jonathan  Johnson's  land ;  knows  Maglin  Creek,  he  lives  near  the  head ; 
North  of  the  creek. 

M  Don't  know,  except  from  hearsay,  that  John  Wages  lived  on  another 
person's  land  besides  his  own. 

In  reply.     John  Wages  is  a  very  poor  man. 

Wedesday-evening,  1 1th  Dec.   1850. 

John  Burdell,  recalled.  Witness  knows  the  family  of  the  Goughs  ;  and 
that  Holly  Gousrh  resides  in  Kershaw  district.  It  is  admitted  that  Holly 
Gough  lives  in  Kershaw  district. 

Ransom  Long,  recalled.  Witness  has  been  employed  as  a  teacher  of 
free  schools  ;  has  taught  in  the  neighborhood  of  Levi  Freeman  ;  received 
pay  for  Freeman's  children  from  Kershaw  ;  his  school  house  was  in  Rich- 
land district,  about  eighty  yards  from  the  line  ;  the  house  is  owned  by 
Rodham  McDaniel — of  John  McD. — There  were  other  scholars  from 
Kershaw;  among  others,  Moses  Copeland's  children;  he  drew  money 
for  them  from  Kershaw;  there  were  children  from  Richland  district:  Mr. 
John  McDaniel's,  &c.  Received  pay  from  the  Richland  District  Commis- 
sioners ;  is  not  teaching  now  ;  Levi  Freeman  is  the  brother  of  Isaac 
Freeman  ;  there  are  two  Isaac  Freemans,  big  Isaac  and  little  Isaac  ;  big 
Isaac  is  the  brother  of  Levi  Freeman  ;  he,  big  Isaac,  voted  at  Ford's 
Mill  ;  little  Isaac,  at  Gadsden  ;  big  Isaac  lives  with  Levi,  as  he  has  heard 
each  of  them  and  their  father  say.  Big  Isaac  told  witness,  on  the  day  of 
election,  that  he  lived  with  his'brother  Levi;  witness  has  had  Levi  Free- 
man's word  for  it,  that  he  lived  in  Kershaw  district. 

M.  Witness  has  been  at  Levi  F.'s  house  ;  knows  nothing  of  where  the 
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line  runs,  except  that  he  told  witness  that  he  lived  in  Richland  district ; 
his  father  is  alive,  and  is  named  James,  living  about  a  mile  from  Levi  in 
Richland  district;  witness  is  now  living  in  Richland  district ;  when  teach- 
ing school  he  boarded  with  Mr.  Moses,  Kershaw  district,  from  Monday  un- 
til Friday;  knows  where  John  Mc Daniel  lives,  he  lives  in  Richland  dis- 
trict; thinks  a  line  from  old  McDaniel  to  would  leave  Levi  Free- 
man's house  in  Kershaw  district. 

James  M.  Coker  recalled;  knows  John  "Wages,  the  father  of  John  and 
Edmund  Wages.  [Admitted  that  John  Wages  lives  in  Kershaw  district, 
near  the  Richland  line.]  He  lives  now  and  did  at  the  time  of  the  last  elec- 
tion, live  on  Jonathan  Johnson's  land  ;  has  no  land;^_has  never  heard  of 
his  having  any ;  he  is  very  poor. 

M-  Has  always  heard  Jonathan  Johnson  say  that  this  was  his  land; 
knows  nothing  more  of  it,  except  that  Jonathan  Johnson  has  always  claim- 
ed it. 

In  Reply — John  Wages  claims  no  land  in  Richland  district,  to  witness' 
knowledge  ;  has  never  heard  of  his  setting  on  the  jury  in  Richland  dis- 
trict;  saw  John  Wages  frequently  at  witness'  house  previous  to  the  elec- 
tion in  1S48  ;  witness  persuaded  J.  Wages  not  to  vote,  he  said  that  he  want- 
ed to  vote  ;   (but  he  did  not  vote.) 

J.  W.  Hudson. — Witness  knows  a  man  of  the  name  of  John  Curler; 
the  first  acquaintance  of  witness  with  him,  was  the  last  of  February  or  1st 
March  in  Winnsboro',  Fairfield  district ;  knows  another  Curlee,  the  brother 
of  John  ;  thinks  his  name  is  Jesse,  but  not  certain;  John  was  working  at  a 
tinner's  shop  as  a  journeyman  when  he  first  knew  him.  TheCurlecs  were 
in  Winnsborough  in  September  last ;  don't  know  when  they  left;  has  not 
seen  them  lately  ;  can  say  as  to  John  that  he  was  regarded  as  a  citixen  of 
Winnsborough;  John  Curlee  was  pretty  generally  in  Winnsborough,  from 
March  to  September  :  can't  say  so  much  of  Jesse  Curlee. 

H.  By  hearsay  John  had  been  employed  for  the  year ;  knows  when  he 
conversed  with  him,  that  he  did  not  intend  to  leave  W.  so  soon;  don't 
know  that  he  came  there  to  make  W.  his  permanent  home. 

James  Ii.  Aiken. — Witness  resides  in  Winnsborough  ;  knows  John  and 
Jessee  Curlee  by  sight ;  knew  John  about  the  first  of  the  year  ;  knew  a 
brother  a  short  time  after  ;  they  both  remained  in  Winnsborough  until  the 
late  general  election  in  this  district ;  John  Curlee  followed  the  business  of 
tinnering  in  an  established  tin  shop;  never  heard  of  the  other's  working  ; 
has  seen  Jesse  at  Winnsborough  within  the  last  week  ;  don't  know  wht  ther 
John  did  or  not  return  ;  should  certainly  have  considered  them  as  residents 
of  Winnsborough,  from  the  time  he  first  knew  them  until  the  late  election. 

As  to  Nathaniel  Tuckerman — He  knows  him,  he  owns  no  property  any 
where  so  far  as  witness  knows ;  for  many  years  past  he  has  been  reputed 
insolvent ;  knows  David  Elfin  ;  has  known  him  more  than  20  years,  he  is 
Fairfield  bom.  There  are  one  or  two  families  [of  that  name  in  Fair- 
field ;  he  once  followed  the  Thomsonian  practice  ;  he  has  practiced  in  Fair- 
field ;  he  lived  a  part  of  the  year  1849,  and  6  months  of  the  year  1850,  with 
Mr.  Cambal  the  hotel  keeper;  Elkin  left  about  the  month  of  July  ;|he  came 
to  Columbia  ;  told  witness  he  had  been  employed,  and  was  going  into  busi- 
ness in  Columbia ;  don't  know  that  he  has  been  back  to  Winnsborough 
since.  Admit  el  that  H.  Avcrett  and  J.  A.  Weathersby  cannot  show  that 
they  have  50  acres  of  land  ;  and  therefore  that  they  are  not  good  votes. 
X.    Don't  know  where  the  Curlees  lived  before  they  went  to  Winnsbo- 
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rough  •  can't  say  that  either  of  them  went  to  Winnsborough  to  make  it  his 
permanent  home  ;  knows  of  nothing  to  show  that  they  ever  renounced  the 
domicil  they  had  elsewhere,  wherever  it  was;  Elkins  was  born  and  raised 
in  Winnsborough  ;  acquainted  with  no  fact  which  will  authorize  him  to 
say  that  he  had  not  acquired  a  domicil  elsewhere. 

Admitted  that  John  Tucker  is  a  bad  vote,  and  voted  at  Ford's  Mill. 

Mr.  J.  Baniet,  recalled. — At  the  late  election  in  Richland  District,  at 
the  Columbia  poll,  he  challenged  but  one  Smith ;  this  was  the  man  of 
whom  he  gave  evidence  before  ;  has  not  seen  him  in  town  since  ;  he  knows 
all  the  Smiths  about  town  ;  this  man  was  a  stranger,  or  he  would  not  have 
challenged  him  ;  he  was  not  a  resident  of  this  town  ;  Mr.  Dickson  went 
to  the  poll  with  Smith,  and  Mr.  John  Scott  was  at  the  poll  when  witness 
challenged  his  vote  ;  knows  W.  J.  Smith  ;  he  is  the  man  witness  challeng- 
ed, and  he  now  lives  with  Thomas  Duncan,  as  he  has  heard. 

Mr  John  Scott. — Saw  Barnet  at  the  poll  in  Columbia  at  the  late  elec- 
tion ;  he  challenged  only  one  man,  brought  up  by  Mr.  Dickson  ;  his  name, 
he  heard,  was  Smith — Bill  Smith. 

Elizabeth  Holloicay,  as  to  Thomas  Holloway,  voter  at  Ford's  Mill. — 
Witness  is  the  wife  of  Richard  Holloway;  has  a  son.  named  Thomas  Hol- 
loway; he  resides  at  this  time  in  Columbia;  has  been  residing  here  4  years; 
T.  H.  has  not  been  residing  with  her  all  the  time  ;  he  left  her  about  a  year 
and  4  months  from  this  time  ;  he  went  to  Kershaw  District;  be  came  back 
on  the  14th  of  July  last ;  knows  it  by  another  of  her  sons,  Franklin,  go- 
ing up  to  Chester  the  morning  after  ;  Thomas  came  to  town  on  a  Sunday  ; 
'Thomas  owns  no  land  in  this  district ;  he  is  25  years  of  age  ;  he  has  a  wife  ; 
he  took  his  wife  with  him  to  Kershaw,  when  he  went ;  he  took  his  house- 
hold funiture  with  him  ;  his  wife  is  with  him  ;  she  is  here  now. 

M-  Don't  know  when  he  came  of  age  or  when  he  married  ;  married 
better  than  two  years  ;  lived  in  Columbia  with  witness  after  his  marriage; 
was  not  expecting  to  see  him  again  when  he  came  ;  he  never  got  any  home  ; 
he  staid  with  a  man  as  a  hireling  ;  he  cropped  it  with  a  man,  and  then  came 
back  ;  he  said  he  would  come  back  if  he  could  not  get  business  in  Kershaw  ; 
he  cropped  with  a  man  of  the  name  of  Smith  ;  don't  know  that  he  and 
Smith  had  made  any  bargain  ;  J.  H.  told  witness  how  long  he  had  gone  ; 
don't  know  that  it  was  exactly  4  months  ;  witness's  house  was  his  home  at 
any  time;  she  was  many  times  looking  for  him  to  come  back  ;  he  wrote 
him  that  he  wished  to  come  back ;  J.  EI.  never  wrote  hut  one  letter  from  K.  ; 
sent  messages  that  he  wanted  to  come  back  to  Columbia  ;  carried  away  all 
his  goods  when  he  went  away  ;  had  no  dog  or  cow  ;  he  had  no  property 
but  his  clothes  and  his  wife. 

Madison  Cook. — Knows  John  Wages,  the  father  of  John  and  Edmund 
Wages  ;  heard  him  say  he  lived  in  Kershaw  District ;  he  says  he  owns 
land ;  he  lives  by  his  labor ;  he  has  a  small  farm. 

Saw  a  man  who  told  witness  his  name  was  John  Douglass,  about  June 
or  July  of  the  present  year ;  he  owns  no  land  as  witness  knows  ;  he  is  a 
dark-skinned  man  ;  should  judge,  from  color,  that  he  was  mixed  blooded. 

As  to  Willy  Weeks,  Ford's  Mill. — Witness  has  seen  him  ;  he  is  a  dark- 
skinned  man  ;  his  hair,  he  thinks,  is  not  kinkey ;  he  could  not  look  upon 
him  as  a  white  man  ;  knows  two  men  of  the  name  of  Isaac  Freeman. 

Doct.  Edward  Sill,  Jr.,  as  to  L.  P.  Ashby's  vote — voted  in  Columbia. — 
Witness  resided  in  Columbia  before  his  removal  to  Charleston  ;  witnes 
knows  Ashby  ;  Ashby  is  now  in  Charleston,  in  witness's  employment ;  h 
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left  Columbia  previous  to  witness's  going;  Ashby  left  Columbia  in  Septem- 
ber last;  he  left  Columbia  with  Mr.  Darr,  the  witness's  partner;  when  wit- 
ness went  to  Charleston,  found  him  at  work  in  his  office ;  was  workirjo" 
there  when  he  left ;  he  has  a  wife. 

M-   Ashby  left  his  wife   in  Columbia,  and  Mrs.  Ashby  remained  here 
until  after  the  election  ;  she  kept  house. 

In  reply. — Witness  did  not  vote  in  Richland  at  the  late  election. 

John  Burdcll  (4th  time). — Knows  one  James  Ford ;  he  resides  in  Ker- 
shaw District ;  knows  no  other  Ford. 


Richland,  December  12th.  1850. 
r  Mr.  Tradewell — David  Nunemaker — It  is  admitted  that  he  is  a  non- 
resident :  voted  in  Columbia ;  if  he  has  no  property  qualification,  his  vote 
is  an  illegal  one. 

John  F.  Marshall,  as  to  Win.  L.  Prince. — "Witness  knows  W.  L.  Prince- 
he  formerly  lived  with  witness,  in  December,  1848,  and  was  en  "-a  ^ed  to 
witness  as  a  clerk  from_thence  to  December,  1850;  but  he  left  witness  in 
August,  1S50  ;  he  never  returned  to  witness  ;  he  went  to  his  father's  house 
in  Abbeville  District;  he  has  never  resumed  his  residence  or  occupation 
here  ;  he  has  been  to  Columbia  ;  he  was  here  only  once  at  the  election  •  he 
was  here  some  few  days  after  the  election  ;  he  was  in  no  one's  employment; 
he  never  offered  to  come  back  to  witness. 

X.  Up  to  August,  1850,  Prince's  home  was  in  Columbia;  don't  know 
that  he  had  any  thing  to  do,  or  that  he  had  settled  his  affairs  ;  there  were 
a  few  moveables  at  witness's  house  belonging  to  Prince — a  uniform,  his  ra- 
zor; he  is  a  planter  ;  he  was  a  grower  before  he  came  to  hire  with  witness  ; 
he  is  quite  respectable  ;  knows  he  was  here  in  1847,  staying  with  Mr.  Black! 

William  Beard,  recalled. — He  knows  D.  Nunemaker  ;  knows  the  fami- 
ly ;  there  is  land  returned  here  as  estate  of  Nunemaker — estate  of  Jacob 
Nunemaker — 212  acres  ;  he  believes  there  are  5  or  G  entitled  to  it. 

As  to  Mr.  Ashby's  vote. — Witness  knows  one  Asby,  who  lived  with  Car- 
lysle  &  DeLeon  as  a  printer;  he  went  to  Charleston  previous  to  the  elec- 
tion ;  he  told  witness  that  he  would  not  work  any  longer. 

><! .  Knows  that  A.  had  a  house  in  Columbia  hired  ;  Mrs.  A.  was  there 
until  after  the  election  a  few  days ;  staid  in  the  same  house. 

In  Replv. — Mr.  Ashby  told  witness  that  he  would  leave  his  wife  here, 
that  he  was  going  to  Charleston  to  make  arrangements,  and  that  he  would 
come  back  and  pay  half  of  a  note  of  which  witness  was  the  endorser. 

George  Strauss. —  vVitness  knew  Wineberg  in  his  life;  he  was  a  Ger- 
man ;  he  lived  with  witness  ;  made  three  crops  with  him ;  was  intimate 
with  him  ;  never  saw  his  papers  of  citizenship ;  when  he  left  witness  he 
came  to  Columbia  and  hired  with  Cline  ;  Wrineberg  sent  for  witness  on  the 
Sunday  before  he  died  ;  never  saw  him  after  he  died  in  the  Guard  House  • 
has  seen  no  papers  of  citizenship ;  examined  the  trunk  and  there  was  no- 
thing in  it ;  has  known  C.  D.  Cline  for  12  or  15  years  ;  Cline  is  a  native 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Wertemberg  ;  has  never  seen  his  papers  of  citizenship; 
never  knew  that  he  was  a  discharged  soldier. 

Witness  told  Cline  that  he  was  not  a  citizen  ;  he.  Cline,  said  he  had  a 
certificate  from  Gen.  Wool ;  a  discharge  which  made  him  a  citizen  ;  don't 
know  when  he  got  his  discharge.

Mr.  Barnett,  recalled  as  to  David  Elias,  voted  at  Columbia.  Witness 
knows  David  Elias  ;  he  is  a  particular  friend;  witness  has  known  David 
Elias  for  nine  or  ten  years  ;  when  witness  first  knew  him  he  resided  in 
Geogetown,  from  whence  he  came  here  ;  he  now  resides  at  Gold  Hill,  in 
North  Carolina;  went  from  hereto  Gold  Hill,  N.  C.  He  has  wife  and 
children;  he  did  not  take  them  with  him  when  he  first  went.  April  or 
May,  1849,  he  went  to  Gold  Hill  with  some  goods  ;  he  returned  to  Colum- 
bia in  September  or  October;  staid  here  until  April,  1850.  To  make 
North  Carolina  his  permanent  home,  he  left  here  in  April;  his  wife  and 
fimily  remained,  but  followed  him  in  the  summer;  his  wife  and  children 
came  back  here;  witness  saw  David  Elias  off  for  the  North  after  his  wife 
and  children  returned  ;  this  was  in  August  or  September,  1850;  he  then 
told  witness  that  North  Carolina  was  his  home;  so  much  so,  that  he  was 
going  to  take  another  store  in  Charlotte,  in  North  Carolina.  David  Elias 
belonged  to  a  Fire  Company  in  Columbia  ;  he  resigned,  witness  thinks, 
just  previous  to  his  going  to  North  Carolina  ;  David  Elias  came  back  a 
week  or  ten  daj^s  before  the  election ;  David  Elias  and  his  family  left  here 
for  North  Carolina  on  the  day  alter  the  election. 

k"1-  Mrs.  Elias  lived  with  her  father,  Mr.  ,  in  Columbia  ;  she 

broke  up  house  keeping  and  went  to  live  with  her  father ;  believes  that 
when  they  went  to  North  Carolina  they  staid  at  a  boarding  house  in  North 
Carolina,  where  they  are  now  staying:  when  they  went  away,  it  was  with 
the  intention  of  returning  and  staying  with  her  father,  until  he  returned 
from  the  north  ;  witness  challenged  ;  he  did  not  say  a  word  ;  the  managers 
swore  him,  and  then  he  voted  ;  witness  thinks  she  had  been  living  in  this 
district  about  2  year?. 

In  Reply  — D.  Elias  said  he  had  made  a  contract  with  him  to  build  him 
a  house  in  North  Carolina.  From  his  conversations  with  witness,  believes 
his  home  was  in  North  Carolina. 

Here  ended  the  testimony  for  Gen.  Adams. 

AS  TO  MR.  BLACK'S  INELIGIBILITY. 

Office  proceedings  in  Ecpuity,  made  in  184G;  24th  December,  1841,  is 
the  date  of  the  Decretal  Order. 

Return  of  the  Commissioner's  order  to  make  partition,  dated  28th  Dec'r. 
184G  ;  Order  confirming,  June,  1847.  The  will  of  Col.  Pcay,  whose 
property  was  divided.     Testator  died  in  1841. 

The  property  to  be  divided  into  five  shares. 

Col.  John  English.  Mr.  Black,  besides  the  land  mentioned  in  Col. 
Peay's  will,  has  a  tract  of  land  purchased  of  Mr.  McCrea,  of  Camden,  by 
Mr.  Peay,  the  testator,  and  the  witness.  The  title  was  made  to  witness  and 
Mr.  Peay  ,  they  have  only  a  bond  that  title  shall  be  made.  The  land  was 
contracted  for  after  Mr.  Peay  had  made  his  will  ;  before  the  death  of  Mr. 
Peay,  it  was  divided  between  witness  and  Col.  Peay.  The  half  that  was 
put  aside  for  Col.  Peay,  Mr.  Black  got  into  possession  of  before  testator's 
death,  and  is  now  in  possession.  There  is  a  small  sand  hill  tract  out  here  ; 
about  700  acres,  as  Mr.  Black  told  him  ;  never  saw  any  plat  of  the  land. 
Mr.  Fer.ton  and  Mr.  Black  own  the  Taylor  Mill  tract,  3000  acres  ;  under- 
stood that  Dent  has  an  interest  in  that  land  ;  he  owns  no  other,  except  the 
house  he  lives  in  ;  about  2  years  ago,  witness  was  on  Black's  paper ;  be 
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came  uneasy ;  and  he,  with  Col.  Peay,  determined  to  secure  themselves  ; 
Mr.  Black  gave  a  mortgage  of  all  his  property,  except  what  he  got  from 
the  estate  of  Col.  Peay  ;  the  mortgage  was  to  secure  something  over 
$30,000.  Witness  then  thought  his  property  would  not  pay  his  debts  ; 
thinks  his  situation  has  not  improved  since  that  time;  his  crop?,  in  1849 
and  1850,  were  moderate,  not  more  than  sufficient  to  support  his  family 
and  pay  the  interest  of  his  debts.  There  has  been  a  freshet  on  his  planta- 
tion; destroyed  one-half  his  crop;  prospect  not  good  before;  knows  of 
some  10  or  12  negroes  Mr.  Black  has,  besides  those  mentioned  in  Mr. 
Peay's  will;  don't  think  his  property  sufficient  to  pay  his  debts.  Witness 
had  Black's  property  levied  on  2  years  ago. 

M  Don't  know  what  interest  B.  has  in  the  land  purchased  of  Mrs.  McEae. 
Black  is  in  possession  in  the  land  ;  thinks  he  don't  hold  m  his  own  right, 
because  he  has  agreed  to  sell  a  part  to  llosser.  llosser  says  Peay  is  to 
make  him  title,  not  Black ;  don't  know  what  has  passed  between  Black 
and  Mr.  Peay  ;  is  under  the  impression  that  the  paper  he  took  was  a  mort- 
gage ;  but  it  might  be  a  judgment.  Arthur  prepared  the  paper  ;  witness 
looked  to  his  own  security;  Mr.  B.  made  a  representation  of  his  affairs  at 
the  time;  but  witness  had  no  confidence  in  his  statement ;  thought  he  had 
overrated  it ;  there  was  one  item  of  $  1 0,000  of  notes  and  accounts,  which  wit- 
ness put  down  ;  he  always  contended  that  he  could  pay  his  debts  and  leave 
a  large  surplus  ;  thinks  that  B.  submitted  to  him  a  list  of  45  negroes  ;  but 
his  impression  is  that  in  that  list  were  included  the  30  negroes  delivered  to 
him  by  Mr.  Peay  in  his  life  time;  Mr.  B.  believed  "that  he  owned  over 
forty  negroes.  A  list  of  judgments  and  mortgages  against  Mr.  Black — 
amount  $100,000  ;  certified  5th  December,  1850;  including  a  bond  in  the 
penalty  of  $50,000  ;  therefore  deduct  $25,000  ;  then  the  aggregate  should 
be  $75,000.     Here  the  evidence,  as  to  eligibility,  was  closed. 

M.  Black  in  reply. — John  S.  Chappell — Witness  is  the  father  of  Laban 
Chappell;  he  kept  school  in  Lexington  this  year  from  February  until  about 
6  weeks  ago.  The  school  is  12  or  15  miles.  Witness'  house  is  in  Rich- 
land ;  he  only  took  his  wearing  apparel ;  he  came  home  very  frequently  on 
Friday's  and  Saturday's,  and  went  over  on  Sunday.  The  understanding 
was  that  he  was  to  return  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year.  When  he  came  to 
witness'  house,  he  spoke  of  coming  home ;  had  no  house  in  Lexington  ; 
lived  with  Mr.  John  Threewits  ;  the  school  not  a  half  a  mile  off;  he  spent 
his  holidays  at  witness'  generally ;  had  his  washing  done  at  witness'  house  ; 
did  not  carry  away  all  his  wardrobe  ;  he  took  his  clothing  and  his  gun 
when  he  went. 

><!  The  father's  house  is  not  always  the  son's  home ;  witness'  house 
would  always  be  Laban  C.'shome  ;  he  owned  no  horse  ;  he  rode  the  horse  of 
John  Threewits  when  he  came  to  see  them,  and  rode  him  baek  ;  he  is  not 
looking  out  for  another  country. 

Matthew  R.  Hoivdl. — Witness  is  acquainted  with  David  Elkin ;  is  his 
relation  ;  received  him  into  his  family ;  he  staid  about  2  years  with  witness ; 
he  went  to  live  with  witness  in  1846  or  '47  ;  after  he  left  witness,  witness 
understood  he  went  to  live  with  his  brother,  W.  Elkins,.in  this  district ;  has 
been  to  witness'  house  once  or  twice  since  ;  don't  know  of  his  acquiring  any 
home  after  he  left  witness ;  left  some  of  his  things  at  witness'  ;  they  are 
now,  and  always  have  been  there  ;  he  was  a  steam  doctor ;  he  had  been  bet- 
ter off;  witness  told  him  he  could  come  and  live  with  him ;  charged  him  no 
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board  ;  never  gave  him  notice  that  he  must  not  look  upon  witness'  house 
as  his  home  ;  he  is  a  man  struggling  for  a  livelihood. 

X  Don't  know  that  he  lived  with  Gamble,  in  Winnsboro'  ;  he  practised 
at  the  Thomsonian — a  little  at  witness'  ;  when  he  left  witness'  witness 
thought  he  had  another  place  to  live. 

William  Elkin,  in  reply. — As  to  Robert  Taylor  ;  has  seen  Eobert  Tay- 
lor once  in  the  month  of  December,  1848  ;  he  came  on  a  visit  to  Mr.  Mes- 
ser  while  he  was  at  work  for  at  Crane  Creek ;  Mr.  Messer 

moved  to  the  neighborhood  in  October,  1848 ;  it  was  while  they  were  hew- 
ing the  timber  for  the  tressel  work  across  the  creek,  he  was  introduced  to 
him  as  the  relative  of  Mrs.  Messer,  and  from  the  west ;  impossible  that 
this  couM  have  been  in  1847,  because  the  Rail  Road  was  not  located  then. 
David  Elkin,  in  October,  1847,  or  about  that  time,  came  to  witness'  place, 
where  he  staid  until  May,  1 848  ;  he  went  from  witness'  house  to  Col.  Peay, 
in  Fairfield  ;  he  went  in  May ;  Col.  Peay  had  an  overseer  killed  ;  he  went 
to  fill  out  his  time ;  did  not  see  him  again  until  after  the  1st  January  fol- 
lowing ;  he  mi?ht  have  been  in  Mobley's  employment ;  his  employment  was 
temporary  while  at  witness'  ;  bespoke  of  Mr.  Howell's  as  his  home. 

X  .  Never  saw  Robert  Taylor  but  once  at  witness's  mill :  knows  Mes- 
ser- he  introduced  Taylor  as  his  wife's  relation,  and  just  from  the  West; 
when  his  brother,  David  Elkin,  first  came  to  witness,  witness  did  not  ex- 
pect he  would  have  staid  more  than  2  or  3  days  ;  but  he  had  conversations 
with  him  from  time  to  time,  in  which  he  spoke  of  Mr.  Howell's  as  his 
home  ;  he  went  from  Col  Peay's  to  Winnsborough  ;  not  immediately,  how- 
ever •  knows  that  about  1st  of  July,  of  this  year,  witness'  brother  came 
down,  and  said  he  had  come  to  get  business  from  a  Mr.  Chambers  ;  Mobley 
is  a  Fairfield  man  ;  his  brother  was  born  in  Fai.  field  District. 

Mr.  David  Elkin,  (the  voter,)  objected. — Witness  was  born  in  Fairfield 
District,  was  educated  in  Fairfield,  married  and  settled  in  Fairfield  upon 
a  small  part  of  land  given  by  his  father:  he  made  13  crops  on  his  land;  he 
was  involved  by  a  connection  with  David  Aiken  ;  left  no  property  ;  when 
he  left,  it  was  with  no  intention  of  returning  ;  when  he  left,  he  took  up  the 
Thomsonian  practice  ;  he  went  to  Mr.  Mathew  R.  Howell's,  who  invited 
to  make  it  his  home ;  he  resided  at  Mr.  Howell's ;  when  he  went  away  he 
did  it  meaning  to  return  when  convenient ;  left  Howell's  in  latter  part  of 
1847  to  assist  Lis  brother  to  put  up  some  wheels;  he  staid  there  until 
May,  1 848  ;  he  went  to  Col.  Peay  to  stay  with  him  for  the  rest  of  the  year  ; 
after  that  he  went  about  the  country  wherever  the  notion  took  him  ;  10th 
November,  1849,  he  was  employed  by  Gamble  in  Winnsboro',  to  make  out 
his  accounts  and  attend  to  his  business;  he  was  to  stay  till  1st  January  ; 
the  betel  was  sold ;  the  purchasers  advertised  to  lease  it ;  Gamble  adver- 
tised his  furniture  ;  witness  was  employed  to  sell  the  furniture  by  the  sale 
day  in  January  ;  Gamble  succeeded  in  renting ;  Gamble  engaged  witness 
to  take  charge  of  his  hotel  until  his  return  from  Red  River ;  kept  hotel 
until  his  return  50  days  after  he  left ;  no  further  contract  was  made  ;  wit- 
ness staid  until  after  court ;  there  was  no  certain  price  agreed  on  until  after 
June  ;  witness  put  in  a  bid  for  the  market  at  $390  ;  rented  it  for  Gamble  ; 
had  no  interest  in  the  market ;  continued  with  him  in  the  same  contract ; 
the  witness  came  to  Columbia  under  a  contract  with  Mr.  Chambers  to 
serve  him  as  a  clerk  in  a  dry  good  store  ;  the  key  was  in  Gamble's  hand  ; 
never  claimed  anything  from  it ;  never  visited  Fairfield  again  with  any  in- 
tention to  remain  ;  his  engagements  with  Mobley  were  merely  tempora- 
ry ;  had  done  no  militia  duty  before  he  left  Fairfield  ;  witness  claimed  Rich- 
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land  District  as  his  place  of  residence.  While  in  Winnsboro'  he  told  mar- 
shal of  the  town  that  he  was  residing  temporarily,  and  would  not  pay  the 
street  tax  ;  his  liability  to  do  street  duty  in  Fairfield,  he  spoke  to  Z.  Ham- 
mond about ;  he  did  road  duty  once  in  Fairfield,  because  it  was  as  easy  as 
to  appear  before  the  Commissioners  of  Roads. 

><  Refused  to  cross  examine  D.  Elkins. 

Calvin  Medlin,  re-called,  as  to  Thomas  Holloway,  the  son  of  Richard. 

Witness  has  seen  T.  H. ;  don't  know  when  he  returned  from  Camden  to 

Columbia-  don't  know  of  his  intention  when  he  went;  he  saw  the  man 
called  T.  H.  in  1849  ;  he  came  to  witness  in  field  ;  said  he  had  been  hired 
by  a  man  named  Leavit  to  serve  Calvin  Medlin  ;  this  was  in  fodder-pulling 
time  1849"  he  staid  at  Nicholas  Medlin's  until  near  Christmas-time;  he 
had  his  wife  with  him,  and  an  old  lady  called  Mrs.  Carter;  don't  know 
where  he  went  to  ;  knows  no  other  T.  Holloway. 

Nicholas  Medlin,  re-called — Knows  Thomas  Holloway  ;  he  lived  in 
witness's  house  in  1849,  till  1st  December;  said  to  be  in  Richland;  he 
went  to  William  Coleman's  when  he  left  witness  ;  can't  say  how  long  he 
staid  with  Coleman  ;  some  4  or  5  weeks,  about  1st  January,  1850. 

Joshua  Soivden,  re-called. — Witness  knows  a  man  of  the  name  of  Gilles- 
pie ;  he  has  been  in  Columbia  about  12  months  ;  came  here  16th  oi  17th 
December  1849;  knows  a  man  called  Douglass;  don't  know  his  given 
name-  he  came  to  Columbia  some  7  or  8  months  ago  ;  thinks  as  long  as 
this  but  won't  undertake  to  say  positively  ;  witness  always  took  Thomas 
Grooms  to  be  a  free  negro. 

M.  Don't  remember  any  facts  which  would  go  to  show  that  Grooms 
was  a  free  negro  ;  thinks  in  the  year  1834,  in  the  swamp,  he  saw  a  man 
who  said  he  was  Thomas  Grooms  ;  he  said  he  had  a  guardian  ;  no  doubt 
of  his  beino-  a  negro  ;  having  negro  blood  in  him.;  Thomas  G.  was  com- 
mitted to  jail  once  while  witness  was  jailor,  but  can't  say  he  was  commit- 
ted as  a  free  negro. 

Andrew  McClelland,  as  to  N.  Tuckerman,  who  is  admitted  to  be  a  non- 
resident  he  voted  at  Ford's  Mill. — The  witness  knows  N.  Tuckerman  ; 

lives  in  Fairfield  ;  did  live  in  Richland  ;  there  are  200  acres  of  land  in 
Richland  District,  which  he  always  understood  was  Tuckerman's  ;  has 
rented  it  for  Tuckerman  ;  received  rent  and  paid  it  to  T. ;  7  years  ago  he 
found  T.  living  on  it ;  it  appeared  to  be  an  old  place ;  witness  has  paid 
taxes  for  it  for  the  last  4  years ;  Tuckerman  appointed  witness  his  agent  to 
rent  it  and  pay  his  taxes;  still  continues  to  pay  the  taxes  ;  has  never  offered 
the  land  for  sale;  Tuckerman  gave  him  directions  to  sell  the  land  if  he  saw 
a  purchaser ;  has  never  known  anybody  to  claim  the  land  ;  it  is  known  in 
the  neighborhood  as  Tuckerman's  land. 

H  Pays  taxes  for  240  acres  ;  Mr.  T.  had  fenced  15  acres,  which  wit- 
ness rented  ;  can't  say  who  built  the  fence  or  the  house  ;  has  never  seen 

title  deed.  ,  .  .-«'., 

In  reply. — The  land  does  not  join  witness  s  ;  there  is  about  a  half  a  mile 
between  ;  Brennold's  land  is  between. 

F.  Rollinson  voted  at  Ford's  ;  admitted  a  non-resident.  Grant  to  Cordil 
Hogan  of  650  acres  in  the  district  of  Camden  ;  in  Richland  district,  on 
Sandy  Run,  1793;  Shadrach  Hogen's  conveyance  to  F.  Rollinson — the 
east  half,  (sold  by  sheriff  as  E.  H,'s  land,  6  May,  1805,)  dated  18th  De- 
cember, 1811. 
Phillip  Elkin  recalled,  as  to  J.  W.  Nipper.— Witness  knows  J.  W.  N. 
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he  has  no  mother  or  father  ;  his  mother  died  in  1836;  he  was  born  and 
raised  in  Richland  ;  could  say  what  was  his  age  ;  he  has  lived  to  himself 
several  years. 

John  Brazil  recalled,  as  to  H.  Douglass. — Witness  knows  H.  D. ;  has 
known  him  since  1840  ;  he  is  now  in  Kichland  :  he  removed  from  Colum- 
bia to  that  neighborhood  in  April  last;  he  had  been  living  in  Columbia 
before. 

K  First  time  witness  saw  him,  was  at  Ford's  mill  with  James  Barns  ; 
was  never  at  his  house  in  Columbia  ;  he  told  witness  that  he  had  a  house; 
went  to  Harrison  Wilson's  place  ;  he  looks  like  a  white  man  ;  never  heard 
any  question  about  it;  saw  him  put  his  vote  in  ;  his  house  is  at  Higgin's; 
his  wife  and  children  are  with  him  ;  he  has  rented  Higgin's  land  as  he 
says  ;  knows  him  to  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Holly  Gough. — Witness  says  he  can't  exactly  say  where  Levi  Freeman 
lives  ;  rather  supposes  he  lives  in  Richland  district ;  the  line  don't  run  far 
from  witness'  house  ;  leaves  his  house  in  Kershaw ;  gets  his  water  from 
Richland  district ;  has  never  had  his  attention  as  to  where  the  line  runs; 
don't  know  whether  the  line  is  a  straight  line.  The  stage  road  is  a  couple 
of  miles  from  witness'  house  ;  there  is  a  point  which  makes  the  line  ;  never 
saw  it ;  if  it  continues  to  run  straight,  thinks  it  will  leave  Levi  Freeman 
in  Richland. 

X  Witness  knows  Ranson  Long  ;  thinks  his  school  house  is  in  Rich- 
land district. 

Da?iiel  Martin. — Witness  knows  where  Levi  Freeman  lives ;  witness 
knows  where  Holly  Gough  lives  ;  it  has  been  said  that  the  line  is  betwixt 
him  and  Levi  Freeman  ;  it  will  run  through  L.  Freeman's  in  Kershaw  ; 
witness  was  told  so  by  a  young  man,  about  a  year  ago  ;  a  straight  line 
from  John  McDaniel  to  Holly  Gough,  will  leave  Levi  Freeman  in  Rich- 
land ;  McDaniel  lives  in  Richland :  if  J.  McDonald  is  in  Richland,  a 
straight  line  from  his  house  to  Holly  Gough,  would  leave  Levi  Freeman 
in  Richland.  He  does  road  duty  in  Richland  ;  thinks  L.  F.  does  militia 
duty  in  Kershaw.  Knows  Sampson  Gough  ;  thinks  he  was  raised  in  this 
district ;  lives  at  Mr.  Holly  Gough's  ;  has  known  him  about  4  years  ;  he 
had  his  raising  there  or  there  abouts  ;  knew  his  grandfather  and  grand- 
mother ;  did  not  know  his  father  and  mother,  or  where  they  lived. 

John  Wages  recalled,  as  to  John  Wages. — J.  W.  is  a  cousin  of  the  wit- 
ness ;  knows  where  he  lives,  but  don't  know  where  hi3  house  is  ;  thinks 
house  is  in  Kershaw  ;  his  house  is  not  very  far  from  the  district  line  )  his 
house  is  not  quite  a  half  a  mile  from  the  line  ;  the  line  is  not  far  from  old 
Mr.  Johnson's  line  ;  is  well  acquainted  with  the  land,  it  runs  into  Rich- 
land ;  the  witness  lived  on  the  same  land  ;  J.  W.  is  in  possession  ;  he  is 
unable  to  attend  here  ;  he  is  sick,  but  he  is  up  and  about,  but  unable  to  ride  ; 
witness  lives  about  4  miles  from  J.  W. ;  knows  his  son-in-law,  Craft  or 
Burkett ;  he  came  there  in  June  or  July  to  help  in  crop  ;  he,  the  witness, 
and  his  wife  had  planted  the  crop  ;  she  had  been  there  3  years  ;  he  staid 
there  until  just  before  the  election  ;  there  he  stoped  ;  Boatwright  carried 
him  and  his  wife  over  the  line,  about  three  days  before  election  ;  before 
then  he  was  in  Kershaw  ;  don't  know  where  he  was  born  ;  is  sure  a  part  of 
it  does  extend  into  R. ;  don't  know  how  much ;  witness'  son  bought  a 
piece  from  him,  a  few  acres. 

James  Mcsser  recalled. — Witness  knows  John  Wages  ;  knows  his  land  ; 
has  been  over  it ;  witness  thinks  that  the  most  of  the  land  is  in  Richland 
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district,  at  least  2-3ds  of  the  land  is  in  Richland  district ;  John  "W.  is  in 
possession,  150  acres  in  the  tract  ,  he  has  been  there  over  3  years  ;  J.  W. 
and  Jonathan  Johnson  occupy  the  same  tract ;  knows  that  Jonathan  John- 
son pays  taxes  for  the  adjoining  land  belonging  to  the  0.  Gevins — has  paid. 
it  for  him.  The  conversation  he  had  with  Robert  Taylor,  on  his  return 
from  Georgia  ;  witness  is  confident  of  the  time  ;  it  was  on  the  5th  day  of 
November,  two  years  ago  ;  witness  went  on  the  Belcher's  work  on  the  R. 
Road  ;  there  witness  saw  R.  T.  at  that  place  ;  in  latter  pait  of  Nov.  or  1st 
December  ;  he  recollects  it  because  he  went  to  put  up  the  tressle  work,  and 
had  not  got  it  up  ;  witness  was  hewing  it  when  Taylor  got  there  ;  witness 
got  the  work  up  before  ><!  mass. 

Witness  knows  Thomai  Grooms  as  long  as  he  has  known  any  body 
else  ;  don't  think  he  is  received  as  a  white  mc.n;  from  these  circumstances, 
because  witness  is  confident  he  has  never  done  militia  duty:  another  rea- 
son is,  the  situation  in  which  he  lives  ;  his  family  ;  his  wife  and  his  chil- 
dren are  blacker  than  he  is  ;  another  reason  is,  that  when  he  has  been 
sued,  he  has  been  sued  as  a  freeman  of  color  ;  remembers  a  fray  T.  G.  got 
into  ;  he  was  arrested  as  a  freeman,  and  sent  to  jail  as  a  free  man  of  color  ; 
if  he  ever  voted  at  a  public  box  before  1840,  witness  did  not  know  it;  has 
heard  that  he  voted  after  that  time. 

H  T.  G.  was  sued  over  again  ;  sued  by  Robert  Rowan  ;  A.  B.  Carroll 
served  some  of  the  warrants  on  T.  Grooms ;  Thomas  Rowan  was  the 
magistrate  ;  can't  say  whether  he  drank  with  white  men  in  Rowen's 
shop  :  witness  has  sold  liquor  in  Rowen's  shop  :  his  affray  with  the  other 
free  negro,  was  in  1836  or  1837,  the  fall  of  the  year:  he  was  put  in  jail, 
by  bona  fide  title  :  he  means  a  warrant  and  defended  title. 

hi  reply. — There  are  more  than  one  jail  in  Columbia:  there  is  one  jail 
for  colored  people,  and  one  for  white  persons :  Grooms  was  in  the  jail  of 
the  eolored  prople.

As  to  the  voter,  David  Nunnemaker. — Mr.  Petigru  introduced  a  certified 
copy  of  the  will  of  Jacob  Nunnemaker;  no  sale;  no  partition  and  no  settle- 
ment.    Ruled  by  the  Committee  that  D.  Nunnemaker  is  a  bad  voter. 

As  to  Henry  Cook,  Andrew  McClelland. — He  knows  Henry  Cook  in 
his  neighborhood  in  Richland  District;  has  known  him  about  there,  for  the 
last  7  years ;  H.  Cook  ploughed  for  his  neighbor  until  about  July  of  the 
present  year  ;  H.  Cook  has  no  family  ;  his  father  and  mother  are  in  the 
district ;  they  have  been  renting  small  houses  in  the  district  for  the  last  7 
years  ;  the  longest  residence  he  has  had  has  been  at  his  neighbor's,  F.  N.  J. 
for  the  last  two  summers  ;  he  ploughed  there. 

He  (H.  Cook)  was  with  witness's  neighbor  all  of  year  1849,  as  witness 
believes,  and  with  him  until  July,  1850  ;  he  quit  witness's  neighborhood ; 
he  was  out  of  his  Beat,  but  witness  don't  know  where  he  was  ;  witness  don't 
think  he  has  missed  sight  of  H.  C.  3  months  during  the  7  years  he  lived  in 
his  neighborhood  ;  witness  saw  him  in  October  passing  his  house,  but  not 
near  enough  to  speak  to  him  ;  H.  Cook  was  going  home  to  his  father's  ;  he 
went  the  road  towards  his  father's  ;  saw  him  turn  off  the  main  road  to  his 
father's. 

Nathaniel  Pope  as  to  John  and  Jesse  Curlee. — Witness  knows  them  ; 
uitness  has  known  them  for  about  15  years  ago  ;  became  acquainted  with. 
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them  in  Columbia ;  has  known  them  in  the  district ;  has  some  recollection 
of  the  last  time  they  went  to  Winnsboro  ;  it  was  in  January  or  February  of 
this  year  that  they  disappeared;  understood  they  went  to  Winnsboro  ;  John 
told  witness  that  he  had  got  a  job  in  Winnsboro  from  Mr.  Dew  ;  John  said 
he  was  going  off;  they  came  back  again,  witness  thinks,  in  September  ; 
one  of  them  is  at  his  house  now,  killing  hogs ;  they  have  voted  here  in  this 
district  ever  since  they  were  old  enough  to  vote  ;  they  are,  witness  thinks, 
one  32  and  the  other  28  years  of  age  ;  John  has  been  married ;  his  wife  is 
dead ;  Jesse  has  never  been  married  ;  has  known  John  to  go  over  to  Cam- 
den and  work  4  or  5  months,  and  return. 

M-  When  he  (John  Curlee)  went  to  Camden,  left  his  wife  here;  he  had 
no  house  or  land  that  he  (witness)  ever  heard  of;  Jesse  has  done  various 
kinds  of  work  for  witness  ;  John  said  he  had  a  job  in  Winnsboro,  and  he 
wanted  Jesse  to  go  with  him  ;  whether  they  meant  to  live  in  Winnsboro  or 
to  return,  witness  can't  say ;  has  never  known  them  to  stay  any  where  else 
in  Richland  District  except  with  witness  and  a  Mr.  W ,  when  they  staid 
some  3  or  4  days;  this  some  years  ago;  after  the  election  John  said  he 
would  go  to  Winnsboro  to  help  J.  Dew  tin  the  depot ;  Jno.  Dew  lives  in 
Columbia  ;  he  hired  John  Curlee  here  in  Columbia,  and  carried  him  to 
Winnsboro  to  help  tin  over  the  depot,  which  job  Jno.  Dew  had  got. 
In  re-ply.  Witness  is  a  butcher;  he  resides  in  Richland  District. 
Mr.  Tradewell,  again. 

Witness  is  a  butcher,  and  carries  on  a  farm. 

Soloman  Daniels.  Witness  has  seen  William  Coleman.  Witness 
lives  in  Taylor  Mill  Beat,  No.  2.  Capt.  Black  once  commanded  that 
beat;  knows  that  William  Coleman  was  voted  out  of  that  company  ;  can't 
exactly  recollect  when  ;  Capt.  Black  was  then  Captain ;  he  was  voted  out 
because  the  company  did  not  think  he  was  white  enough  to  stay  in  it. 

y\  He  recollects  it  was  about  two  months  after  Capt.  B.  was  made  cap- 
tain ;  was  present  when  W.  C.  was  voted  out ;  witness  don't  regard  him  as 
an  equal;  recognizes  him  to  be  a  free  negro;  can't  say  if  Capt.  B.  was 
present ;  it  was  a  muster  day ;  Capt.  was  there  that  day  ;  but  don't  say 
he  was  there  when  W.  C.  was  voted  out ;  the  whole  company  voted  to 
turn  him  out;  won't  say  how  many  voted  to  turn  him  out,  or  how  many 
to  keep  him  in  ;  witness  will  be  30  years  of  age  5th  August;  he  lives 
about  two  miles  from  Taylor's  Mill  ;  witness  is  a  labourer;  he  is  a  mar- 
ried man;  he  and  his  wife  live  together,  have  never  been  separated  ;  makes 
his  living  and  clothes  by  his  own  labour;  he  does  any  kind  of  work  he 
can  get ;  he  is  a  fisherman  ;  has  never  been  at  Coleman's  house  ;  don7t 
recollect  the  year  in  which  W.  C.  was  turned  out  of  the  company  :  it  want 
20  years  ;  can't  say  15  years — 10  years  or  5  years  ago — has  not  been  in- 
structed. 

In  reply.  William  Coleman  did  not  continue  in  the  company  after  he 
was  voted  out. 

The  certificate  of  Mr.  Gray,  Clerk  of  the  United  States  District  Court, 
that  there  is  no  record  of  naturalization  of  T.  Fitzer  in  his  office  among 
the  records,  which  he  has  searched  for  the  last  25  years. 

Mr.  McCready.  Witness  knows  H.  G.  Gray,  that  is,  the  Clerk  of  the 
United  States  District  Court;  proves  his  hand-writing  to  certificates  above 
mentioned,  and  to  the  certificate  of  Fullenwider's  citizenship. 

Thomas  Walker,  recalled.  Witness  knows  L.  P.  Ashby;  he  is  a 
printer;  he  resided  here,  don't  know  how  long;  he  went  from  Columbia 
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in  September;  he  went  away  with  the  intention  of  returning;  he  told 
witness  so  ;  witness  asked  him  if  he  did  not  intend  to  live  in  Charleston? 
He  said  he  thought  not— that  he  had  made  no  contract  to  go  down.  Ashby 
returned  to  Columbia  the  first  week  in  October  ;  he  has  a  wife,  left  her  in 
Columbia  ;  they  were  keeping  house;  he  sold  his  furniture  after  the  elec- 
tion; witness  went  to  pay  him  money,  which  the  office  owed  him.  He 
said'it  made  no  differance  as  he  was  coming  back. 

X  The  conversation  the  witness  had  with  him  was  the  day  before  he 
left  for  Charleston  ;  witness  accompanied  him  to  the  depot  ;  witness  knows 
Dr.  Edward  Sill ;  knows  Mr.  Darr:  is  very  sure  he  said  he  had  made  no 
contract :  witness  did  not  engage  with  much  activity  in  the  election  :  he 
wanted  to  see  his  man,  Mr.  B.,  elected  :  he  talked  in  his  favor  :  don'Uhink 
he  ever  talked  in  crowds,  or  often  about  it:  witness  has  said  to  individuals 
that  he  wanted  to  see  B.  elected  ;  witness  had  no  vote,  and  said  little  about 
it:  expressed  no  regret  that  B.  should  lose  Darr,  Sill,  and  Ashby'svote. 

In  Reply.— Witness  did  not  know  ou  which  side  Ashby  was  going  to 

vote. 

Samvd  Lopez.—  Witness  knows  David  Elias :  he  went  up  the  country 
to  carry  his  stock  of  goods  to  establish  a  store  there :  but  he  did  not  re- 
move finally  until  after  the  election  :  when  he  carrid  his  family  ;  witness 
knew  him  well :  has  known  him  for  3  or  4  years  :  he  had  the  summer  be- 
fore that,  carried  his  goods  into  the  country,  and  came  back  again  ;  try- 
in«-  to  get  a  place  :  this  he  did  before. 

°><J  D.  E.  had  children :  when  he  broke  up  store  keeping,  he  lived  with 
his  mother,  in  Columbia  :  knows  he  did  not  remove  until  he  removed  his 
family:  he  carried  his  wife  there  once  before,  leaving  his  children  here; 
this  he  thinks  was  sometime  last  summer:  he,  D.  E.,  went  backwards  and 
forwards  to  carry  his  goods  :  thinks  twice  ;  he,  witness,  was_  a  friend  of 
Capt  B.,  but  he  did  not  electioneer :  he  just  went  and  put  in  his  vote  : 
never  told  anybody  how  he  voted :  when  he  went  to  North  Carolina  he 
can't  say  if  he  carried  all  his  goods,  don't  know  :  he  lived  in  Gardiner's 
house,  in  Columbia,  with  his  family,  until  he  sent  his  goodsto  North  Car- 
olina, and  then  he  and  his  wife  and  children  went  to  live  with  his  mother, 
and  they  all  lived  together. 

Evening  ^  examination  continued  of  Mr,  Lopez. 
David  Elias  left  Gardner's  house  to  go  into  North  Carolina,  Gold  Hill : 
witness  can't  recollect  when  his  store  was  shut  up,  when  he  went  to  North 
Carolina:  when  D.  E.  went  from  Gardner's,  he  went  to  his  mother's  with 
his  family  :  D.  Elias  had  a  home  after  he  left  Gardner's  house — as  good  a 
home  as  he  would  wish. 

Joshua  Smvdcn,  recalled. — Witness  is  one  of  the  marshals  of  this  town  : 
George  Griffin  don't  live  in  this  town  :  knew  him  on  the  Wateree  :  he  is  not 
a  free  white  man  ;  should  call  him  a  mulatto  :  in  his,  witness'  day,  he  has 
always  looked  on  him  as  a  mulatto :  he  has  left  that  country  long  since  : 
from  '37  to  '40  witness  was  jailor  :  Thomas  Grooms  was  sent  to  jail,  nd 
thinks  he  was  put  in  the  negro  jail. 

X.  Knows  Gen.  Hopkins;  has  heard  that  George  Griffin  has  voted  ; 
never  saw  him  vote  ;  has  seen  George  Griffin  ever  since  witness  was  a 
boy  ;  knows  him  well ;  he  is  an  old  man  ;  witness  is  perfectly  satisfied  he 
has  negro  blood  in  him  ;  he  is  a  negro,  in  witness's  eye  ;  he  has  always 
been  so  considered  down  where  he  knew  him. 

William  Beard,  re-called. — Witness  is  tax  receiver  of  this  district ;  has 
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received  capitation  tax  from  John  Webb  in  1847,  and  from  that  time  up 
this  time,  witness  thinks  ;  don't  know  the  man  ;  don't  know  who  he  receiv< 


to 
ived 
the  tax  from;  witness  has  either  received  the  tax  or  issued  an  execution 
against  him  every  year  since. 

M .  Has  never  collected  tax  of  Harrison  Wilson  ;  has  never  looked  over 
the  list  of  his  predecessor  ;  was  applied  to  to  put  D.  Frost  on  his  free  negro 
list,  but  did  not ;  can  tell,  by  looking  at  his  books,  whether  he  has  issued 
execution  vs  Jno.  Webb.  After  a  man  is  put  in  a  free  negro  list  witness 
never  takes  him  off  unless  a  certain  number  of  persons  prove  him  to  be  over 
age,  or  he  is  proved  in  Court  to  be  a  white  man. 

James  N.  Steen. — Witness  knows  a  man  named  W.  J.  Smith  ;  he  has 
been  in  witness's  employment  one  year,  and  saw  him  immediately  after  the 
return  of  the  troops  from  Mexico  ;  told  witness  he  learned  to  make  shoes, 
and  witness  gave  employment  to  him  out  of  charity  ;  his  attention  was  at- 
tracted to  him  by  seeing  him  in  the  United  States  uniform.  The  troops  re- 
turned from  Mexico  in  1848  ;  he  saw  Smith  before  October,  1848. 

Admitted  by  the  counsel  for  the  sitting  member  that  R.  Carroll  is  too 
sick  to  attend  before  the  Committee,  to  give  evidence. 

Here  the  testimony  as  to  bad  votes  was  closed  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Black. 

On  the  question  of  Mr.  Black's  ineligibility — 

Mr.  Beard  re-called. — Has  Mr.  Black's  return  of  taxable  property  ;  has 
a  memorandum  of  it;  Mr.  Black' returns  5100  acies  of  laud — 300  acres 
first  quality,  200  acres  second,  600  third,  and  1200  swamp;  2300  acres 
pine  land;  165  negroes  ;  town  property,  $6500;  taxes  amount  to  one  hun- 
dred and  odd  dollars;  taxes  have  been  paid. 

M  .  He  returns  it  all  in  his  own  name ;  pays  the  taxes  in  his  own  name  : 
thinks  one  tract  of  land  was  returned  as  B.  &  Fenton  ;  2100  acres;  not  in- 
cluded in  the  5100  acres;  don't  know  the  lands  included  in  the  return. 

In  reply. — Knows  that  the  tax  paid  is  an  ad  valorem  tax. 

N.  B  Hill,  Sheriff: — Judgment.  W.  E.  Templeton  vs.  Joseph  Black. — 
Witness  has  no  execution  in  his  office. 

Griffin  vs.  Black,  has  no  such  execution  :  Bank  vs.  Black,  marked  paid 
by  Cashier  of  the  Bank  in  pencil. 

Bank  vs  same,  $422  45  paid. 

It  is  the  habit  of  Mr.  Black  to  settle  his  business  out  of  the  sheriff's 
office. 

Camden  Bridge  vs.  Black,  paid — for  $649  20. 

$277  24,  Dickson  and  Mills  vs.  same,  no  mark  on  it ;  marked  as  paid 
by  sheriff;   witness's  impression  is  that  it  is  paid. 

L.  Bobo  vs.  same  ;  witness  impression  is  that  is  paid. 

Muller  vs.  Same,  settled  bv  note.     J.   C.   Walker  &  Co.  vs.  same,  paid. 

Bank  vs.  same,  $200,  for  S.  R.  Black.  Same  vs  Same,  $471  87  ;  the  fi. 
fa.  is  against  Black  &  McLauchlin.  Bank  vs  Black,  for  $344  50,  for 
Joseph  A.  Black,  jun. 

James  Guinard,  junior,  by  J.  A.  Black,  O'Hanlon   &  Toland,   open. 

Same  w.  Samuel  R.  Black,  Joseph  A.  Black  and  N.  A.  Peay,  $396  44, 
open.  Same  vs  Same,  for  $635  55  ;  witness  thinks  Mr.  Black  is  endorser 
for  Pope  and  DeBruhl,  open. 

Bank  vs  Black  and  others,  to  wit:  A.  H.  Nagel,  A.  R.  Taylor,  Wm. 
Percival  and  Joseph  A.  Black,  $917   15,  open. 

Bank  vs  Black,  $1,872  ;  endorserfor  J.  A.  Black,  jun. ;  thinks  Young 
&  Son  are  on  the  note  also. 
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Commercial  Bank  7?s  Black,  8637  76  ;  paid  on  account  8360.  Bank  of 
South  Carolina  vs  Joseph  A.  Black,  $641  ;  principal,  O'Hanlon.  Robert- 
son &  Caldwell  vs  J.  A.  Black,  jun.,  A.  McLauchlin,  Joseph  A.  Black, 
sen.,  Alex.  Youug,  James  Fenton,  83146  14. 

Bank  vs  Black,  for  $3,294  04;  endorser  for  McLauchlin.  Same  v. 
Same,  $2773  26:  endorser  for  McLauchlin.  Headly  &  Street  vs  Same, 
8684  42.  R.  A.  Griffin  rs  same,  $1 199  88,  paid.  II.  Davis  vs  Black, 
86474  73:  83000  paid  17th  Nov.  1849.  Balance  due  as  appears  by  cer- 
i  ficate  :  $2500  due  25th  Sept.  1850. 

Fenton,  N.  A.  Peay  and  John  English  vs  Joseph  A.  Black,  $50,000. 
G.  W.  Greenes  Joseph  A.  Black,  N.  A.  Peay  and  James  Fenton,  $3420 
and  $3000.     This  isa  part  of  the  judgment  ;  balence  due,  81411   41. 

Has  never  returned  N.  B.  vs  Mr.  Black  ;  has  never  failed  to  be  paid 
when  he  came  down  of  Mr.  Black  :  he  was  instructed  to  levy  by  Colonel 
English,  but  did  not  ;  arrangement  was  made. 

Mortgage  of  83000  of  his  house  to  Mrs  C.  Marshal,  satisfied. 

Mortgage  from  Black  and  Fenton  $13,700,  will  be  reduced  by  $10,000. 
X  The  payments  made  on  the  executions  by  Black  were  paid  before 
October. 

Knows  Ashby  ;  had  a  conversation  with  him  before  he,  A./went  to  town  : 
Col.  Adams  was  present  :  Ashby  wanted  witness  and  Gen.  A.  to  subscribe 
to  his  paper :  Adams  refused  :  witness  said  to  him,  in  presence  of  Ashby, 
he  is  going  away  and  would  not  be  here  to  vote  against  or  for  you  :  thinks 
Ashby  made  no  reply. 

A  certificate  from  Mr.  Peay  that  Black  has  been  in  possession  of  the 
land  called  the  McCra  property  for  8  years  past,  and  is  entitled  to  a  deed 
from  the  person  who  has  the  legal  estate. 

Mr.  Neuffer  recalled. — Templeton  vs.  Black,  $1 190,82.  Witness  knows 
J.  C.  O'Hanlon,  always  considered  good :  Dr.  Toland  good  :  DeBruhl 
good :  Dr.  Nagel  good  :  Percival  good  ;  A.  McLauchlin  good  :  B.  L.  Mc- 
Lauchlin good :  Pope  good  :  looks  upon  Jos.  Black  as  worth  j£500  clear  of 
debt. 

Knows  the  judgment  in  favor  of  Templeton  paid  in  full — a  security 
debt,  but  Mr.  Black  paid  it  himself. 

Black  is  the  surety  on  the  debt  of  Nagel,  Percival,  and  others  :  Nagel 
told  witness  that  he,  Nagel,  was  the  surety :  Black  is  the  surety  on  the 
debt  to  Guignatd  :  thinks  heard  O'Hanlon  say  so. 

Witness  has  been  in  the  Sheriff's  office  for  6  years  :  Black  has  paid  very 
promptly  when  called  on  :  witness  has  heard  that  McLaughlin  was  involv- 
ed :  it  was  not  notorious :  it  has  been  notorious  that  he  was  considered 
embarrassed,  and  yet  is  notorious  that  he  paid  whenever  called  on.  Very 
lately  McLauchliu  has  been  spoken  of  as  embarrassed,  but  witness  con- 
siders him  good. 

Col.  R  II  Goodu'yn. — Mr.  Black  consolidated  all  his  debts  to  the 
bimk  about  2  years  ago  :  and  his  indebtedness  now  is  about  $10,200 — 
about  $2000  is  special  paper  :  remaining  paper  to  be  paid  at  maturity  and 
having  a  short  time  to  run  :  Mr.  Black  owes  a  bond  debt  besides  the  above  ; 
it  was  originally  $13,700  :  now  under  $5,000.  This  is  the  mortgage  debt 
of  the  Taylor  mill  tract.  Mr.  B.  and  three  other  gentlemen,  two  of  whom 
are  solvent,  are  interested. 

There  was  one  little  debt  besides,  of  about  $312,  not  consolidated  ;  it  is 
in  judgments,  but  included  in  the  sum    of  $10,200 — all  the   judgments 
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against  Mr.  Black,  except  as  above.  It  was  made  witness's  duty  to  investi 
gate  Mr,  Black's  affairs,  in  conjunction  with  a  committee;  it  was  a  close 
investigation.  Never  deemed  him,  in  any  investigation  they  made,  worth 
less  than  $20,000,over  and  above  his  debts  ;  had  a  statement  from  Mr.  B. 
of  his  property;  not  including  his  wife's  ;  the  truth  of  which  the  commit- 
tee satisfied  itself. 

W  Witness  has  made  reinvestigation  of  the  amount  of  Mr.  Black's  in- 
debtedness as  an  indorser ;  should  think,  however,  from  10  to  $15,000; 
the  last  estimate,  by  the  committee,  was  near  about  a  year  ago  ;  has  made 
investigations  alone,  by  request  of  the  Board;  and  the  result  was,  that  he 
was  diminishing  his  debts. 

The  certificate  of  the  Cashier  of  the  Commercial  Bank,  (in  the  large 
judgment)  that  J.  B.  owes  the  Bank  $9040,  which  includes  a  debt  of 
$25Q0  not  in  the  big  judgment. 

The  dobt  to  G.  W.  Green  in  reduced  to  $1400,  by  Mr.  Guignard's  list. 

Mr.  McLauchlin.  Proves  about  the  Isgell  Mines — the  mill  tract  costs 
about  $3000 — owned  by  witness  and  Black  alone;  thinks  B's  furniture 
might  have  cost  him  more  than  he  has  valued  it  at  ;|~don't  know  what  it  is 
worth. 

Mr.  Butler.  Knows  a  portion  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  estate  of 
Mr.  Black's  father  ;  from  that,  should  say  it  was  worth  $100  per  acre;  he 
speaks  of  land  on  Tugaloo. 

A.  W.  Tho?npson.  Is  professionally  concerned  in  collecting  a  debt  due 
for  a  Gold  Mine  in  Onion  district — J.  B.  is  interested,  witness  thinks  to  the 
amount  of  one-half.  The  land  was  sold  for  $0000  ;  thinks  Black's  interest 
can  be  safely  put  at  $1200 

A  receipt  from  A.  F.  Paay. 

J.  A.  Fenton.  Witness  is  a  joint  owner  with  Black  in  the  Taylor  Mill ; 
Black  is  entitled  to  one-fourth;  values  personal  property  at  $3000 ;  this 
includes  Mr  Black's  share  and  his  own  ;  values  whole  at  $0000
